JAPAN’S DIET ENDS SESSION: 
DRASTIC WAR LAWS ENACTED 


Last of Measures Approved Gives Govern- 
ment Control of Power Industry — _ 


Huge Appropriations Voted. 


By the Associated Press. 

_ TOKIO, March 26.—The Japanese 
Diet ended a historic session to-' 
night, after taking the nation far 
along the road to a totalitarian 
state, 

The last bill enacted was a Gov- 
ernment measure to transfer entire 
control of Japan's huge electric in- 
dustry from private hands to the 
state. Also voted was the bitterly 
contested national mobilization bill 
to give the Government unlimited 
power to draft Japan's manpower 
and economic resources for war. 

The whole session, the regular 
1937-38 meeting, was marked by 
conflict between the Cabinet and 
the Legislature, dissension between 
the houses and strife among the 
parties in the lower house. The 
session was to have ended yester- 
day but a rescript from Emperor 
Hirohitewas necessary to prolong 
it one day so-that.a deadlock over 
th one power bill could be 
be en, 

e bill was the lastwf 86 which 
e Government introduced. All 
t 10 were passed. The session 
dy had approved the regular 
budget of $833,000,000, of 
about half goes to the army

/ Turmoil in Final 36 Hours. 

‘Passage of the electric power 
measure came after 36 hours of fu- 
rious debate. The uproar broke as 
'the first deadline, last midnight, 
approached. Members of the major 
parties, Seiyukai and Minseito, 
rushed the aisles to block the way 
of a social mass party represent- 
ative who tried to fight his way to 
the speaker’s platform.

The scuffling members immedi- 
ately froze when they saw the 
speaker, Shoju Koyama, waving a 
scroll bound in Imperial purple silk 
—the rescript, previously obtained 
by Premier Prince Fumimara Ko- 
noye from the Emperor. In the 
sudden silence the speaker read: 

“We hereby order that the Im- 
perial Diet be prolofged until 
March 26, by one day.” ; - 

. Party leaders quickly resumed 
their session. ' 

The bill had passed the lower 
house smoothly but encountered 
heavy opposition amdng the peers, 
many of whom represent large 
business interests. ; Like the na- 
tional mobilization bill, it was 
backed by the army. 

Commodity Prices Increase. 

Evidence of thd war’s strain on 
the nation’s finarfcial and material 
reserves was sedn in a sharp rise 
in the commodity price index, pub- 
lished today. The ratio for March 
was 106.7, basefi on last July as 
the normal, and showed increases 
in. the cost of all essential com- 
modities. ; 

For a year before July, 1937, how- 
ever, Japan had been importing 
heavily and nning industrial ex- 
pansion. Living costs, therefore, 
had reached @ peak by then, and, 
despite the War, had declined until 
thé new risé’ this month. 

The Finatice Ministry also an- 
nounced an ordinance revision af- 
fecting foreign exchange.

Will Ride in Car- With His 
Father and Mother to 
Funeral at New York.

NEW YORK, March 26.—Sixteen- 
year-old Donald Carroll pleaded in 
his jail cell today for permission to 
attend the funeral tomorrow of the 
sweetheart he is accused of killing 
in an unfulfilled suicide pact. “No 
matter what happens to me, I want 
to see her once more,” he said. The 
request was not granted. 

The victim of a youthful ro- 
mance that grew terrifyingly out- 
of-bounds in the knowledge of ex- 
pectant motherhood was Charlotte 
Matthiesen, 18, a stenographer. Her 
body, with a bullet hole through 
the heart, will be cremated.

Walsh Says Change Is Only 
Matter of Time, How- 
ever—W ork Continues on 
Tax Bill.

WASHINGTON, March 2-— 
There were increasing indications 
today that Congress would not ac- 
cept income‘tax levies on the “little 
fellow” this year, when House mem- 


bers and many Senators are up for 
re-election. 

The Senate Finance Committee, 
now working on the tax bill passed 
by the House, soon will vote on a 
proposal by Senator La Follette 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, to reduce per- 
sonal income tax exemptions. 

The proposal would reduce the 
$2500 exemption for married per- 
sons to $2000 and the $1000 exemp- 
tion for single individuals to $800. 
It would bring thousands of new 
taxpayers under the income levy. 

Several members predicted the 
Finance Committee would kill the 
La’ Follette proposal. 

In a statement to the press, Sen- 
ator Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
asserted “it ig unlikely that Con- 
gress will be disposed to actept 
such a proposal this year.” 

He added, however, that a broad- 
ening of the income tax base was 
only a matter of time. : 

Walsh said changes already madé 
by the Finance Committee in the 
House bill would “remove some of 
the burdens” on. business. 

Meeting for the second Saturday 
in succession in an effort to hurry 
action on the tax measure, the Fi- 
nance Committee considered meth- 
ods of tightening restrictions on 
corporations which seek to avoid 
taxes by accumulating surpluses. 

As approved by the House, the 
tax bill would impose a tax of 25 
per cent on the first $100,000 of net 
income of a corporation found to be 
accumulating surplus improperly, 
with 35 per cent on net income over 
$100,000. 

“This provision is pretty strong 
as it is,” said Chairman Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi, of the commit- 
tee, “but we are going to strengthen 
it if we can. We have no sympathy 
with corporations which accumu- 
late unreasonable surpluses in an 
effort t> dodge taxes.”

VIENNA, March 26. — Field 
Marsha] General Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering warned Jews that they 
must get out of Austria, In a 
plebiscite campaign speech tonight 


to 50,000 Austrians, Hitler’s ehief 
aid was welcomed to Vienna as 
“Our Hermann.” He declared: 
“Vienna was not a German city 
because 300,000 Jews live here. 
Vienna must become German again. 
The Jew must know we do not 
care to live with him. He must 
go.” 

(Of Austria’s 6,750,000 population 
200,000 are Jews, but Jewish esti- 
mates are that 600,000 more have 
some Jewish blood.) 

It was implied that elimination 
of Jews would go hand in hand 
with Austria's participation in Ger- 
many’s four-year plan, and __ the 
Jews could consequently have four 
years to eliminate themselves from 
the German scene, 

Goering said: “Austrian busi- 
ness was a playball of Jewish spec- 
amen Dae E ix conedine aa one 
s méasures to get him (the 
out. It will be done after due 
consideration. At the end of our 
four-year plan, Vienna will be Ger- 
man again, Jews must take notice 
of this.” 

Then Goering outlined Germany’s 
program for Greater Austria. He 
said the courts would consider the 
circumstances of “Schuschnigg’s 
fake plebiscite plan,” and an- 
nounced with a derisive fling at the 
Hapsburgs that the Monarchist 
movement was forever dead, 

Warning to Church, 

He said National Socialism had 
no desire to destroy the church or 
religion but warned “there will be 
no compromise if religion meddles 
in politics.” 

“We have no desire to destroy 
religion,” Goering declared. “In 
Germany we did not destroy the 
church but the clerical party. And 
once this is understood, perhaps 
clerical opposition will be ready to 
make peace, There will be no 
compromise with the church or- 
ganization which goes outside its 
proper sphere.” 

He disclosed that a public works 
program has been planned.

‘Who Imagined Great 


Reich Would Stop at 


Ridiculous Frontiers Drawn?’ He 
Demands in Leipzig Speech.

LEIPZIG, Germany, March 26.—| 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler again 
took up the cudgels against the 
Treaty of Versailles today, scorn- 
ing German frontiers set up by the 


pact. 

“Who imagined the great German 
Reich would stop at the ridiculous 
frontiers drawn at Versailles?” he 
shouted. 

A crowd of 28,000 Saxons cheered 
Hitler in his second appearance of 
his electioneering swing around the 
Reich to convince the masses that 
his union of Austria and Germany 
was the “fulfillment of a thousand- 
year-old dream. 

“Does anyone believe the League 
of Nations was founded to help 
small and big nations?” he de- 
manded. “Does anyone believe 
there is any such thing as inter- 
national conscience?” 

To the “heils” of the wildly cheer- 
ing crowd, Hitler described . the 
reasons for Austro-German union 
along lines expounded yesterday in 
his first speech of the campaign 
at Koenigsberg. 

He denounced both the Versailles 
and St. Germain treaties, which he 
said forbade the plebiscite on seif- 


determination in Austria because 
the powers of Europe did not con- 
sider it expedient that Germans 
should unite. On the other hand, 
he said, they insisted on the Saar 
plebiscite because 150,000 French- 
men lived there. (The rich Saar 
region, taken from Germany after 
the World War and set up under 
League of Nations control, was re- 
turned to Germany in the 1936 
plebiscite.) 

“The principle of self-determina- 
tion of peoples, which for England 
and France is a matter of course, 
was withheld from Germany until 
the last moment,” Hitler said, Ger- 
many’s ‘ethnical and geographical 
lines coincided nowhere.” He said 
although National Socialism had 
“acquiesced to the loss of various 
parts of territory, it is a pity the 
people there are oppressed.”

ROBBER SHOT TO DEATH 


Detroit Intruder Kills Police- 
men Before He Is Fatally 
Wounded.

DETROIT, March 26.—Two pa- 
trolmen sent to investigate a gro- 
cery store holdup were shot and 
killed in their cruiser and fellow 
policemen fatally wounded a Negro 
gunman tonight. 

The policemen killed were Sey- 


mour H. Lawler, 38 years old, and 
Hiram Reno, 33. They had driven 
to a store, at Hamilton and F prest 
avenues, with Patrolmen Martin 
Greiner and Robert Finn. 

While Greiner and Finn were in 
the grocery, operated by George 
Rashid, the Negro ran out a back 
door and around the building. See- 
ing the police car he dashei up to 
it and shot Lawler and Reno 
through the heart before’ they 
could fire at him.

This was taken as indicating 
Austrian Catholics are ready to 
come to an arrangement with the 
Nazis while in the rest of Germany 
the struggle still goes on. 

The Cardinal directed that Catho- 
lics “follow the greater German 
state and its Fuehrer unreserv- 
edly.” 

It was recalled that the Cardinal 
on his own initiative visited 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler March 
14 in Vienna. 

The Cardinal's letter says in 


part: 
“The fight against the dangerous 


support in order thereby to make 
life in Germany secure, to help the 
people to obtain work and bread, 
and to vouchsafe unity to the Ger- 
man people is visibly an object of 
blessing by divine providence,” 

The instructions continue with 
an admonition to the clergy to 
mind their religious business and 
strictly keep away from all politi- 
cal activity, On this the letter 


says: 
“In brief the mission is exclu- 
sively to occupy itself with the 


and perform all their other reli- 
gious exercises such as administra- 
tion of the sacrament, the preach- 
ing of the word of God, as we are 
enjoined to do by Holy Writ and 
tradition. Therefore priests must 
refrain from all politics and en- 
visage future developments with 
confidence.” 

The letter closes with a quotation 
from Hitler, apparently summing 
up what the Fuehrer told Innitzer 
on March 14. 

“*"The church will have no occa- 
sion to regret its fidelity toward 
the greater German Reich’,” the 
Cardinal quoted Hitler as saying, 
adding his own interpretation:

GAS CLOUD 970,000 MILES 
HIGH SHOOTS UP FROM SUN 


PASADENA, Cal, March 26—A 
fiery cloud of hydrogen and. cal- 
cium gas which shot up 70,000 
miles above the sun’s atmosphere, 
the greatest height yet observed, 
was reported by the Carnegie Insti- 
tution’s Mount Wilson observatory 
today. 

Two spots, each larger than the 
earth, were observed on the sun 
earlier this week. 

The huge, hot gas cloda; or prom- 
inence, started away from the sun's 
atmosphere at a speed of 65 miles 
a second, and when last seen was 
traveling 900 miles a second. Its 
height of 970,000 miles was 50 per 
cent greater than the last record 
prominence of 625,000. which was 
photographed at the McMath-Hurl- 
bert observatory near Pontiac, 
Mich., last September. The Septem- 
ber prominence, however, still holds 
the speed record of 455 miles a sec- 
ond, and was much brighter. 

Some of the prominences are di- 
rectly connected with sun spots, but 
today’s was near the sun’s North 
Pole and nowhere near a_ spot. 
They cause no disturbances on the 
earth, as do the sun spots.

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ST. LOUIS CONSIDERED 
FOR FEDERAL ARSENAL 


One of Six Tentative Sites for 
Proposed Chemical War- 
fare Station. 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, March 26.— 
War Department experts are study- 
ing the advisability of establishing 
a new $21,000,000 chemical warfare 
arsenal at a location more easily 
defended than the one at Edge- 
wood, Md. Six tentative sites have 


been selected—Charleston, W. Va.; 
St. Louis, Mo.; Toledo, O.; Birming- 
ham, Ala.; Memphis, Tenn., and 
Florence, Ala., in the Muscle Shoals 
area. ; 

Lieut.-Col. Haig Shekerjian, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, told a House Ap- 
propriations Subcommittee recent- 
ly the Department believed it would 
be better to establish an entirely 
new arsenal than to expand the 
present one at Edgewood in order 
to give the Army two facilities as 
well as for defense reasons. He 
made it plain, however, they wanted 
the existing Arsenal maintained “in 
a condition where it is constantly 
ready to operate at approved ca- 
pacities.” 

Although he said no decision had 
been reached as to where a new 
facility should be established, 
Shekerjian said preliminary studies 
had narrowed the selection to lo- 
calities where a supply of the neces- 
sary raw materials, proper labor, 
transportation, power, water and 
other essential items are available. 

Shekerjian said about 80,000 acres 
would be required for a complete 
new arsenal because it would be 
necessary to have a large proving 
ground where it would be safe to 
make tests of the poison gases and 
other devices. He said it would 
take from five to nine months to 
construct the necessary facilities. 

He said he believed a new ar- 
senal would not be necessary in 
peacetime if the one at Edgewood 
were rehabilitated. He thought, 
however, vital necessity existed for 
additional storage facilities, and 
expressed belief it would be better 
to provide such expansion at a 
joint “better located for strategic 
defense.” 

In response to questions, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Shekerjian said it 
would .not be desirable to locate a 
chemical warfare arsenal in a 
thickly populated area because of 
the danger of lethal fumes being 
carried off the reservation by the 
wind.

Schneiders Admits Accuser 
Lost. $30,000 in Deals but 
Says He Lost, Too. 


Edgar O. Schneiders, arrested 
downtown last night on Charles 
Elsner’s complaint that he had ob- 
tained more than $30,000 in deeds of 
trusj, bonds and real estate from 
Elsner, told reporters that he and 
Elsner had invested together, and 
had lost their money together. 

Schneiders, who says he is 67 
years old, though police records 
give his age as 73, is tall, gray- 
haired, and speaks in a dignified 
manner, and with a marked Ger- 
man accent. He is a former con- 
vict, haying served a 19-month-term 
for forgery, 25 years ago. He was 
arrested by two city detectives who 
recognized him at Seventh and St. 
Charles streets. 

His son, Harry E. Schneiders, a 
salesman, was arrested yesterday 
for questioning in the matter of 
Elsner’s complaint, and another 
son, Arthur Schneiders, is sought. 
The father said neither of the sons 
had any part in his dealings with 
Elsner, except that the sons have 
lent money to both Elsner and 
him, which they have lost in “in- 
vestments.” 

Says They Lost Together. 

Schneiders and his son Harry 
gave the same address, 7421 Canton 
avenue, University City. The elder 
Schneiders, discussing the charges 
made by Elsner, said: 

“Elsner was a friend of mine for 
a good many years. Up to five years 
ago we were in a chemical business 
together. For the last two or three 
years we have been making invest- 
ments together. I took no money 
from: him, merely advised him as 
to the investments I was making, 
and he did the same. We invested 
together in bonds, deeds of trust 
and real estate. He lost and so did 
I—lost everything I had. My 
money went where his did.” 

He said that he and Elsner lost 
$8000 in a liquor venture, which in- 
cluded a tavern on Delmar boule- 
vard and a beer garden. He said 
son Harry drove him and Elsner 
about while their business deals 
were on. 

Elsner Now a Watchman. - 

Elsner, 65 years old, said in his 
complaint to the Circuit Attorney 
that he turned’ over deeds of trust 
and bonds to Schneiders, taking his 
promissory notes and “bonus notes” 
which were to guarantee him a 
return of 10 per cent On his invest- 
ment. He also transferred a house 
and lot to Schneiders, he said, leav- 
ing himself without a place to live. 
He is now working as night watch- 
man at the Albany Hotel, 4873 Page 
boulevard, for his board, room and 
laundry. ‘His attempt to get a set- 
tlement from Schneiders by a civil 
suit last year was unsuccessful.

Lodgings. 


av report on relief needs not met 
by the Social Security Commission, 
as they have been observed recent- 
ly by members of the staff of the 
Provident Association, was submit- 
ted yesterday to Julian B. Cohn, 
chairman of the special relief com- 
Social Planning 

Council. 


The committee, which has been 
seeking to obtain additional relief 
funds for payment of rents and 
supplemental assistance to those 
with large families who have in- 
adequate incomes from W P A 
work or jobs in private industry, 
found support for its contentions 
in the report of the Provident As- 
sociation, a privately supported 
welfare agency affiliated with Unit- 
ed Charities, Inc. 

Herschel Alt, general manager of 
the association, wrote that in the 
three weeks ended March 8 it re- 
ceived more than’ 100 requests for 
help from persons whose only need 
was money. Its usual work is with 
families where there are problems 
of rehabilitation independent of the 
need for money. 

47 Specified Unpaid Rent. 

In the group of 100, Alt wrote, 
47 mentioned immediately as the 
cause of their need ‘unpaid rent or 
inadequate W P A earnings. These 
factors, he added, were found later 
to be present in many other cases 
within the group. 

In addition, Alt related that from 
December, through February, the 
Provident Association had requests 
from 155 families, threatened with 
eviction, for payment of rent. This 
was exclusive of those who applied 
for general relief, most of whom 
also needed help in paying rent. 

During January and February, he 
said, the association paid about 
$3800 for rent, about one-fourth of 
its total expenditure for family re- 
lief. In January the association 
spent $973 in supplemental assist- 
ance to 35 families already receiv- 
ing some form of public relief, and 
in February this expenditure was 
increased to $1580 for 63 families. 

One Family Locked Out. 

Alt’s report detailed the plight of 
several families threatened with 
eviction because relief rents are not 
paid, and told of one man who had 
to use all buf $4.25 of his first 
WPA check to pay back rent so 
that he, his wife and five children 
could get into the rooms out of 
which they had been locked by the 
landlord. 

Other instances were cited of 
persons who called repeatedly at 
the office of the Social Security 
Commission with requests for help 
but were unable to obtain satisfac- 
tion. One of these referred to a 
woman designated as “Mrs. P.” Alt 
said she applied to the Provident 
Association March 12, relating that 
on four previous occasions she had 
visited the Social Securitly Com- 
mission office before 6 a. m. and 
had been told by a policeman it 
would be necessary for her to be in 
line before 3 a. m.

The petition of 2758 credi- 
tors of the bank for appointment 
of George H. Eckert of Belleville 
as receiver of the bank, in place 
of Charles H. Albers of Evanston, 
appointed by Auditor Barrett, will 
be heard April 15. 

The bank’s attorneys, Farmer, 
Klingel & Baltz, set forth in a pe- 
tition filed with Judge Stone that 
the bank is: solvent, with a net ex- 
cess of $184,470 of assets over li- 
abilities, including the $190,000 de- 
falcation of Cashier Wuller. To 
this, it was stated, can be added 
$150,000 representing the double 
liability of stockholders, 

The petition of creditors for the 
appointment of Eckert as receiver 
was signed by 2758 depositors with 
credits amounting to $1,975,320, 
This is held to comply with require- 
ments of the State law, to the ef- 
fect that two-thirds, in number 
and amount, of a bank’s creditors, 
by signing petitions, can name a 
receiver of their choice.

During the debates in the Senate 
several unsuccessful attempts were 
made to exempt certain agencies. 
There were tie votes, one on the 
Forestry Service, now in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, the other 
the Veterans’ Bureau, a so-called 
independent establishment, which 
is directly under the President. 

The Senate fight against the 
White House reorganization bill has 
been lead for the most part by the 
men who successfully defeated the 
White House plan to reorganize the 
Supreme Court. Terrific pressure 
has been exerted by the administra- 
tion for the bill and there have 
been unconfirmable reports of high 
offers of patronage if certain Sen- 
ators would vote “right.” In the 
opposition are those who do 
not want the dent’s power in- 
creased, Senators who want to re- 
tain their connections with exist- 
ing agencies, the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and the railroad 
brotherhoods. The labor organiza- 
tions fear that the railroad retire- 
ment board, the National Mediation 
Board and the Railroad Adjust- 
ment Board may lose their inde- 
pendence and become subject to 
presidential whims. This political-

A preliminary sketch of the Mis- 
souri State exhibit building for the 
New York World’s Fair in 1939, ap- 
proved Friday by the Missouri 
World’s Fair Commission, was 


made public yesterday by the archi- 


tects, Jamieson Spearl of S&t.

The architects described the de- 
sign as that of the classical period 


of Missouri architecture, relying en- 


tirely for its effect on dignity and 
beauty of line and proportion. The 
main entrance will have a portico 
which will be modeled after the his- 
toric Ralls County Courthouse at 
New London, Mo., built in 1858. 
Entrances at the sides of the white 
stucco building will be marked by 
heavy Doric columns similar to 
those of the portico. The interior 
has not been designed. The build- 
ing will occupy .a prominent corner 
plot on Rainbow avenue, the east 
facade overlooking the Flushing 
River. , 

Cost of thie structure, which will 
have 10,000 square feet of floor 
space, has not been determined. At 
its last session, the Legislature ap- 
propriated $225,000 for Missouri 
participation in the 1939 exposi- 
tions at New York and San Fran- 
cisco. No action has been taken 
on suggestions for the State’s ex- 
hibit at the Golden Gate Exposi- 
tion, 


6 KILLED IN NEW ZEALAND RAIL 


WRECK; SABOTAGE SUSPECTED

WELLINGTON, New Zealand, 


March 26.—At least six persons 
were killed and 30-injured in a rail- 
road wreck today in-which officials 
suspected sabotage. 

The accident occurred about 20 
miles south of Wanganui when the 
train, carrying 180 passengers, 
jumped the rails and telescoped the 
first four coaches. Investigators 
found a rail joint had been ripped 
away at the point where the train 
left the tracks. It was not known 
yet whether this was due to weak- 
ness or tampering.

Administration Seeks to 
- Abolish Limit on Total 
. and Ending of Maturities 
in 1945, ; 


By the Associated Presa. , 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The 
Administration asked Congress’ to- 
day to authorize a virtually unlim- 
ited program of Government loans 
to business and a resumption of 
self-liquidating loans to public 
bodies. 

The Administration’s proposal 
would enable the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to make busi- 
ness -loans on a long-term basis, 
meeting directly the complaint of 
many business men that such cred- 


The proposal would give the 
RFC power also to buy securities 
of private corporations, opening 
the way for capital loans for ex- 
pansion and new construction. 
Small business men have com- 
plained to the Government that 
capital for those purposes was dif- 
ficult to obtain except in large 


Making public a letter from Jesse 
Jones, chairman of the RFC, re- 
questing that the new authority be 
granted, Senator Glass (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, said he had introduced legis- 
lation designed to carry out the 
Administration's recommendations. 

Jones said in his letter that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt had authorized 
him to make the request. 

Under existing law the RFC is 
prohibited from making loans ma- 
turing 
The total of all private loans out- 
standing cannot’ be more than 
$300,000,000. Both restrictions would 
be eliminated under the Adminis- 
tration proposal. 

The new provision would em- 
power the RFC “to purchase the 
securities and obligations of and 
to make loans to, any business en- 
terprise, when capital or credit, at 
prevailing rates for the character 
of loan provided for, is not other- 
wise available.” 

RFC to Use Own Judgment. 

The RFC would be restricted 
only by its judgment as to the 
solvency of the borrower and the 
soundness of the loan. 

It would be required to deter- 
mine that the loan or security was 
of a nature “reasonably to assure 
retirement or repayment.” 

The corporation would be per- 
mitted to lend money to states, 
municipalities and other public 
agencies for projects authorized by 
Federal, State or municipal law. 

Under the Emergency Relief Act 
of 1932, the RFC was authorized 
to make such loans, but. the au- 
thority was rescinded when the 
PWaA was established. Subse- 
quently P WA authority to make 
such loans was taken away also. 

Jones told Glass that he had no 
estimate the amount of money 
that be lent to public bodies, 
adding: “It is a character of Gov- 
ernment lending that promotes 
work and that can be done with 
reasonable safety.” 

He forecast there would be no 
net loss from the corporation’s 
present investment in such pro 
jects. 

A banking. and currency sub- 
committee has conducted hearings 


(Dem.) Florida, to set up a sepa- 
rate agency empowered to lend 
Federal funds to business through 
a system of regional banks. 
Jones’ Letter to Glass. 

In writing to Glass, Jones said 
the’ legislation he proposed would 
“give us somewhat broader powers 
in financing business and industry 
where credit is not otherwise avail- 
able.” 

He added the proposal would 
“permit us to take securities ma- 
turing over a longer period than 
the law now provides, and will en- 
able us to meet all legitimate de- 
mands of business that for any rea- 
son are not being supplied from 
private sources.” 

‘He told Glass now new borrow- 
ing power would be needed by the 
corporation. 

Jones reported that under the 
R F C’s previous authority to make 
self-liquidating loans to public 
agencies the Corporation had au- 
thorized loans of $399,967,487 and 
had bought 2950 separate issues 
from P W A, aggregating $600,437,- 
873. He said that $491,568,666 of 
the securities had been sold at a 
premium of $13,841,863 and _ the 
R F C was continuing their sale 
as “the market will, in our opinion, 
absorb them to the best advan- 
tage.” 

The proposed legislation would 
specify that the purpose of the 
Government loans was “maintain- 
ing and promoting the economic 
stability of the country or encour 
aging the employment of labor.”

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Stock Exchange ‘Jekyll and Hyde’ Preache Honesty 
in Business While Embezzling Securities Entrusted to Him

NE requisite of a great security market, 
0 Richard Whitney told the St. Louis In- 
Austrial Club and Chamber of Comnuierce 


.during an address on Sept. 27, 1932, is that 


“brokers shall be honest and financially re- 
sponsible’; “They must render to their cus- 


tomers services of the same standard that the 


law requires of fiduciaries.” 

Fanciers of curious blind spots in the hu- 
man conscience will note the fact that at the 
time he proclaimed $hese righteous senti- 
ments, the president of New York Stock Ex- 
change, as he then was, had already become 
a thief. 

On June 6 of that year, according to evi- 
dence unearthed by District Attorney Thom- 
as E. Dewey, the exchange floor marshal for 
J. P. Morgan & Co. ¢ommitted the first of 
three hypothecations of securities confided to 
him as co-trustee of the estate of his father- 
in-ldw, George R. Sheldon, president of the 
Union League Club, treasurer of the Repub- 
lican National Committee and Morgan asso- 
ciate. The beneficiaries of this trust fund 
include Mrs. Whitney, her sister, Mrs. Mary 
Sheldon Murphy, and Harvard University, 
Whitney’s alma mater. 


Used Securities Three 
Times to Get Loans. 

Whitney pledged the securities as collat- 
eral for a loan of $200,000 from the Corn Ex- 
change Bank and Trust Co, and repaid it 
later in the same year. On April 29, 1936, 
he pledged the same stock with the same 
bank for another loan of $200,000. 

This he did not repay until Nov, 26, 1937; 
throughout a period of 19 months the securi- 
ties were in the possession of the Corn. Ex- 
change Bank. He pledged them a third time 
with the Corn Exchange Bank for a loan of 
$100,000 on last Jan. 7. This time he was 
caught, pleaded guilty to grand larceny afd 
is to be sentenced April 11 dn the Court of 
General Sessions. Such ‘was the faith in 
Whitney’s probity that apparently during six 
years it never occurred to his co-executor un- 
der Sheldon’s will, the Central Hanover Bank 
& Trust Co., to ask an accounting of his han- 
dling of these assets. They had been, in- 
trusted to him as, perhaps, Wall Street’s fore- 
most authority on stocks and bonds, for pos- 
sible turnovers of investment. 

Readers will remember that the immedi- 
ate cause of Whitney's exposure was @ de- 
cision put into effect last January by the 
stock exchange, without pressure or sug- 
gestion from any Government agency. For 
16 years the exchange hag required from 
member firms dealing in margins sworn re- 
plies to semi-annual questionnaires regarding 
every particular of their business, It was de- 
termined to extend this process to firms not 
trading on margins; ‘thus, for the first time, 


a questionnaire was sent to Richard Whitney 


& Co. It was discovered that the answers 
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Before St. Louis Industrial Club in 1932, He

had been falsified in an endeavor to show 
that the firm had $400,000 of assets, when, 
in fact, it was more than $1,000,000 in debt. 
This revelation led to his expulsjon for life 
from the stock exchange and his conviction 
on two counts of grand larceny in the first 
degree, from the Sheldon estate and from the 
New York Yacht Club, of which he was treas- 
urer. 

He Dwelt on Success 
of Questionnaire Idea. 

What evil genius, then, seduced Whitney 
during his St. Louis address into dwelling 
proudly on the exchange’s questionnaire sys- 
tem? Could he have been blind to the fact 
that this procedure, if expanded only slightly 
so as to include non-margin houses, woul. 
at the yery moment when he spoke have leu 
to his own unmasking as an embezzler? Or 
had the famous Whitney arrogance convinced 
him that one standard existed for other men 
and a different one for himself? As a psy- 
chological exhibit, as an example of the fan- 
tastic double life he was even then leading 
in secret, his words on this topic deserve 
citation. 

“The exchange instituted its questionnaire 
system in 1922,” Whitney related to his St. 
Louis hearers, “in order to inquire into the 
financial responsibility of its members. At 
least twice a year, members carrying mar- 
ginal accounts for customers must make a 
detailed financial report to the exchange. 
These reports are prepared by accountants 
and are accompanied not only by their certifi- 
cate but also by a statement from every mem- 
ber of the reporting firm that the reportsis 
accurate. 

“When the questionnaire answers are re- 
ceived by the exchange, they are carefully 
examined by our accounting department. In 
addition, auditors employed by the exchange 
visit, from time to time, the offices of mem- 
bers and examine their books in detail, The 
number of auditors thus employed has been 
constantly increased and supervision of the 
financial condition of members has become 
more and more effective. ° 

“The very small number of insolvencies 
among members of the exchange during the 
last three years is the best proof of the suc- 
cess of the questionnaire system. .We are 
proud of the record which members of the 
exchange have made during the years of panic 
and depression, but we do not Intend to re 
jax our efforts. I am hopeful that the meth- 


e 


ods of financial supervision may be gradually 
improved so that, ultimately, the failure of a 
member of the exchange will be next to im- 
possible.” 


First Fruit of Extension 


Was Whitney Collapse. 

The stock exchange did not relax its ef- 
forts. The number of auditors continued to 
increase. Supervision of the financial con- 


_Gition of members grew more effective. Meth- 


ods of investigation in due time improved, 
and the first fruit of their betterment was 
the bankruptcy of Richard Whitney & Co. 

In search of a plausible prime motive for the 
sordid tragedy of this prince of brokers, the 
writer, during the last two weeks, has ques- 
tioned many of his financial and socia) inti- 
mates. Their general answer proved to be a 
word of one syllable: “Pride.”” Richard Whit- 
ney never forgot, they said, that he. bestrode 
Wall Street like a deity. He could not suf- 
fer it to become known that he, a recognized 
authority on-stocks and bonds, had made a 
grievous blunder of investment. . Hence, the 
hundreds of thousands poured out to peg the 
stock price of his applejack trust, the Distilled 
Liquors Corporation, at.a respectable figure 
on the curb market; and also to expand the 
enterprise, instead of confessing an error of 
judgment and accepting ‘a moderate loss, 
when it became clear that his dream of mak- 
ing “Jersey lightning” the national! tipple was 
bound to fail. 


It was all very well for operators of lesser 
breeds :to admit disaster, disband their staffs 
and close their doors. But it was Whitney's 
vainglory, his friends continued, to have it 
believed that the depression of 1929, with the 
one of 1937 superimposed, had no power 
upon a being like himself. The legend of his 
invincibility must be preserved, The slight- 
est retrenchment of his lordly expenditures 
would have been a shameful acknowledgment 
that Richard Whitney was even as other men. 
Therefore, until the very fall of the curtain, 
he clung to his private railroad car, his 
2000-acre estate.in Florida, his seat of equal 
dimensions in North Carolina, his manor of 
nearly 600 acres in New Jersey, his country 
place on Long Island and his town house in 
New York; each with its butlers, footmen, 
chefs and gardeners, and each with its stable 
of pleasure cars and trucks. mite 

He had lived as a sovereign; if he had

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The same egoistic fixation according to this 
diagnosis, may well have inspired the im- 
pregnable hardihood with which, since March 
8, he has confronted a crowd. of public*iz- 
nominies, such as two indictments, two ar- 
rests and two pleas of guilty to grand larceny 
in criminal courts; and twice as many ordeals 
at the hands of police photographers and 
finger-printing officers of the rogue’s gallery. 
Such felonies, if committed by common: per- 
sons, would naturally be heinous. But the 
broker’s associates suspect that the Whitney 
superiority complex instantly erected some 
profound spiritual compensation. This may 
have been a conviction that all means are 
justified if the cause at stake is the ruin or 
salvation of a superman. 


A sensé of personal ascendancy, it is only 
fair to add, was instilled in him from child- 
hood. Veterans of the stock exchange say 
the real financial genius of the clan was Ed- 
ward A. Whitney, a brahmin of Boston's 
Back Bay, who became a partner in J. P. 
Morgan & Co. He was a bachelor and three 
nephews were the apple of his eye—George 
and Richard Whitney, brothers, and Stanton 
Whitney, their cousin. Under his benevolent 
supervision, they were bred to the purple of 
American finance. They were sent to Groton 
and Harvard. As the brainiest one, George 
was chosen for training to succeed Edward 
Whitney as a: Morgan partner; and this, in 
due time, came to pass. To Stanton and 
Richard, in their twenties, as the story goes, 
the fairy uncle presented seats on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


Sense of Superiority 
Began Early in Life. 


Unlike Richard Whitney, who, in his late 
twenties, served as a dollar-a-year man in the 
Food Administration dt. Washington, Stanton 
Whitney went to France as. Captain of the 
105th Machine Gun Battalion of the Twenty- 
seventh Division. He was. cited for bravery 
by Gen. Pershing on account of his rescue 
of wounded comrades from No-Man’s Land. 
He took part in several major engagements 
and was severely wounded and gassed. Re- 
turning home, -he set up his own brokerage 
firm and enjoyed the rare distinction of being 
made Lieutenant-Colonel of the National 
Guard of both New York and New Jersey. 
He retired from business in 1929. Less than 
a year ago, on April 29,1937, in a toolhouse 


_ at the rear of his home in Red Bank, N. J.,

wound. He was 68 and had been ill for years 
as an aftermath of his war wounds.

The case of Pastor Niemoeller cannot be 


| hushed up; it arouses the attention of the 


whole world. But its peculiarities, the pe- 
culiarities of present-day procedure in the 
German courts of justice and remand prisons, 
are no incredible feature to those who have 
had experience of these coufts and prisons; 
they are not even a peculiar feature, but « 
commonplace, accepted as the normal ex- 
perience by the hundreds of thousands who 
have endured or are now enduring prison or 
camp confinement in Germany. 


I will describe the course of this “politi 
cal” life which is so completely hidden from 
the world. In almost all the important in- 
dustrial works groups of workers who are 
not inclined slavishly to bow to dictated po- 
litical dogmas which are a denial of their 
lifelong faith have got together wn informal 
associations. For a long time they may meet 
informally and without touch with anyone 
outside their group, but the day comes when 
one of them gets into’ touch with a group 
belonging to one of the secret political or. 
ganiza This group of friends now be- 
comes a “cell” of this organization, and cau- 
tious steps are taken to discover whether a 
few other dependable members can be found 
in the works. 


Spreading Forbidden Leaflets. 


After a few weeks progress will already 
have been made, There will be three or four 
cells, each of six to a dozen men, in the 
works. Each cell works independently. Once 
a week the “comrades” meet at the flat of 
the member who acts as “cell leader.” The 
cell leaders meet similarly; one of them is 
in touch with the controlling organization. In 
each of the big cities there are a number of 
groups of this sort.. Their leaders distzibute 
the prohibited newspapers and other litera- 
ture introduced from Switzerland or Czechoe 
slovakia, printed or lithographed, usually 
priniitive stuff. Newspapers and propaganda 
material pass from leaders to cells and thente 
among the workers generally. 


There are, of course, other methods of 
spreading material. In the morning thou- 
sands of workers stream along the Sachsen- 
damm, in Berlin, on their way to work. A 
motorcyclist will ride at top speed along the 
street and his side-car passenger will throw 
out bundles of leaflets. Everybody stoops to 
pick one up, reads it hastily as he walks on, 
and then, looking cautiously about him, 
throws it away. The readers know that in 
10 minutes the Gestapo will be on the scene, 
wildly on the look-out for anything suspic- 
ious. In less than 10 minutes cars of the S. S, 
will rush down the street, stopping to collect 
the leaflets and make inquiries. and then 
rushing on to try to catch the two intrepid 
motorcyclists. A little later Gestapo officials 
will tackle men at work in the local factories, 
one here and one there, to see if any of them 
has a copy of the leaflet still on him. 
Subscriptions for Prisoners. 

The members of the cells pay a small 
monthly subscription, which is passed on 
through a regular channel to the controlling 
organization. Collections are also made in 
almost all works, outside the cells, for the 
families of comrades undergoing+s political 
sentences. The payment even of insignifi- 
cant sums for this purpose is a political of- 
fense punishable by at least eight months’ 
imprisonment. The cellsare often disguiged 
as skittle clubs or the like, the subscriptions 
going to the organization or to prisoners’ 
families. All their members belong to the 
“voluntary” Germany Labor Front, as to re 
fuse to join would make them marked men.

This brace of statements, it is safe to say, will not 
add to the New York Congressman’s stature among 
those acquainted with economics and economic his- 
tory. The fact that economic pressures are a po- 
tent factor in setting the stage for wars and that 
these pressures can be mitigated by trade treaties 
is too generally recognized to require elaboration. 
As to the argument that protectioniem is necessary 
to safeguard the American wage scale, the best an- 
swer is to quote from a speech made before the Na- 
tional Republican Club in New York City recently 
by Henry F. Grady, vice-chairman of the United 
States Tariff Commission and formerly head of the 
State Department’s reciprocity division: 


Those who regard foreign trade—particularly 
imports—as detrimental to our well-being seem 
blind to the fact that our trade was larger in 
1929—a high prosperity period—than in any year 
since the abnormal war period, In that year of 
“prosperity,” prices and wages were higher in 
the United States than in most foreign countries. 
Yet, our industrial exports, that is, our exports 
of finished manufactures, amounted to two and 
a half billions and represented a good cross-sec- 
tion of American industry. How, may I ask, 
can the ability to sell in the world market, where 
we must meet the competition of the same coun- 
tries that sell.in our market, be explained if 
our costs, due to high wages, are in general 
higher than in other countries? 

The answer is elementary—our wages are high- 
er, but our wage costs are not. Every indus- 
trialist knows the difference between these two 
things. We have developed high efficiency in 
production, largely because of our mass produc- 
‘tion technique. .Our automobile industry, for 
example, pays wages far higher than wages paid 
in automobile industries in any other country, 
and yet this industry could sell possibly twice 
as much as it is now selling if other countries 
were not drastically restricting the sale of Amer- 
ican cars on the ground that their own pro- 
ducers cannot compete with low-cost American 
factories! What is true of the automobile indus- 
try is true of a number of other industries. 

It is not correct to assume that the more pro- 
tection an industry has, thé higher wages it will 
pay. It is industrial efficiency that*makes pos- 
sible high wages, and our export industries are 
naturally our most efficient and, on the whole, 
least protected groups. A recent analysis of av- 
erage wages in 12 export industries showed they 
were much higher in 1929, 1933 and 1935 than the 
average in 12 selected “protected” industries. 
The average wages per worker in the 12 export in- 
dustries was $1603 in 1929 and $1364 in 1936. In 
the 12 “protected” industries, the average wage 
was only $1026 in 1929 and $827 in 1935. 


the reciprocal trade pacts are framed with particu- 
lar care not to make concessions which might dam- 
age American industry in competition with that of 
countries where labor conditions are drastically de- 
pressed, as in Japan, His presentation of the facts 
is so clear that it should be of definite value toward 
correcting the tendency of labor leaders to rush in 
blindly against any effort to lessen the barriers 
against international] trade. 

For if tariffs in some instances help sustain the 
wages of labor, they also help keep up the living 
costs of labor—and the rest of the population as 
well. It is doubtful if any economist of recognized 
standing would maintain that protectionism has, over 
the long haul, contributed anything toward raising 
the stanliard of living in this country, except in the 
limited and temporary sense of helping infant in- 
dustries get a foothold. 
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A BONUS FOR CAREFUL DRIVERS. 
An added inducement for careful driving was re- 
cently placed in effect: the plan whereby 31 casualty 
insurance companies offer a refund of 15 per cent 
on premiums to all private passenger car drivers who 
go through a year without an accident claim. It 
should be an effective safety measure, in that it adds 
a concrete pocketbook appeal to the gospel of care- 
ful -driving. 3 
The careful driver is a good insurance risk. He 
is entitled to a liability rate concession similar to 
that enjoyed by the owner of a fireproof building in 
the field of fire insurance. For the companies compris- 
ing the National Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
derwriters, the plan should be good business as well, 
in reducing the volume of claims payable by them. And 
the public, pedestrians as well as drivers, wil] be the 
chief ultimate beneficiary if the plan brings the ex- 
pected reduction in the number of accidents. 
St. Louis drivers are particularly fortunate in the 
application of the plan. Elsewhere in the State, the 
base rates were recently increased; as much as 17 
per cent in Kansas City. In this city, however, a re- 
duced volume of accident claims has made possible 
a sizable reduction, amounting td about 8 per cent 
for the most common ‘type of policy. 
Law enforcement authorities have based their 
safety campaign largely on penalizing the reckless 
-driver. The insurance companies’ new plan of re- 
warding the safe driver promises to be a successful 
supplement to the efforts of the police in reducing 
the traffic foll. 
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SWITZERLAND SERVES NOTICE. 
Switzerland, a little promontory of democracy jut- 
ting out into a sea of Fascism and Nazi-ism, has 
served notice through her Parliament that she will 
defend her independence and neutrality to the “last 
drop of blood.” 

These are brave words from a brave people. Swiss 
independence was dearly bought by the heroism of 
ber mountaineer patriots in the fifteenth century, al- 
though the territory was not formally recognized as 
an independent country until a century and a half 
later.

In doing this, he said that he could not abdica 
his constitutional duty. to “take care that the laws’ 
be faithfully executed.”

The President’s good intentions may be conceded 
and yet exception be taken to the precedent he kms 
set up. It is well within the bounds of possibility 
that a President wholly out of sympathy with the 
T V A will some day sit in the White House. This 
President desires to-restrict the scope of the T V-A. 
He maintains that the laws are not being faithfully 
executed when the chairman adopts a policy which 
he, the chairman, believes to be within the law but 
which the President believes to be outside it. So, 
since the chairman is subject to removal like any 
Postmaster, the President gets rid of him and sub- 
stitutes a member whose mind goes along with the 
President's. 

All this could easily happen under the precedent 
created by Mr. Roosevelt in the Morgan affair. 
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TYRANNY’S LONG SHADOW. 

A report of the Rockefeller Foundation, as sum- 
marized in the news, itemizes expenditures for 1937, 
in amount and character, that stimulate the spirits 
of all thoughtful men and women, The Foundation's 
objective, we are reminded; as written in its char- 
ter, is: “The well-being of mankind throughout the 
world.” Money can be invested in no nobler cause. 
Indeed, the-word “investment” seems off key. “Con- 
secration” were a truer term. 

Unfortunately, difficulties are being encountered 
which reveal the strange tyranny of the times with 
dark,.disheartening emphasis, Raymond B. Fosdick, 
president of the Foundation, has summed up the 
situation with brevity and restraint. He speaks of 
“the international barriers against the advancement 
of knowledge. . ... We find ourselves stopped at 
some frontiers . . . because behind them the search 
for truth by eager and skeptical minds has _ been 
made impossible. Disinterested research cannot sur- 
vive in an atmosphere of compulsion and repression. 
It withers under the efforts of governments to impose 
uniform ideologies. ... Particularly in the broad 
range of subjects covered by the social sciences, 
and in the humanities as well, the world has recently 
witnessed in several countries the progressive dis- 
integration of creative scholarship.” 

The frontiers are not designated. ’ The countries 
are not identified. It is not necessary. They are 
known of all. Their barriers cast dark and lengthen- 
ing shadows over humanity. Voices are heard, in 
print and on platforms, to speak them well. Travel- 
ers report the wonders-they have seen. The strident 
mood of efficiency reigns. A waste land has been 
reclaimed. Indolence has been purged. Things are 
being done, practical things. Utilities function. 
Youth flames with fanatical devetion. Life is geared 
to clock-work regularity. Discipline is triumphant. 

But in this icy environment “the search for truth 
by eager and skeptical minds” is halted. Emotion- 
alism can add nothing to the poised, analytical in- 
dictment filed by the head of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation. But the penetrating, prophetic wisdom of 
Lincoln may be cited: “A free government is better 
than a good government.” Again, as it was written 
long ago: “Where there is no vision, the people 
perish.” The corollary stands: Where there is no 
liberty, there can be no vision. 
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SHELTER FOR RELIEF FAMILIES. 
No rent has been paid by public authorities since 
last September for the 8000 St. Louis families on di- 
rect relief. The hardship and injustice of this situa- 


to the need for action. 

The rent problem has grown steadily worse and 
present conditions are deplorable, says a letter to 
the Mayor by Tom K. Smith, chairman of the St. 
Louis Advisory Board of the State Social Security 
Commission. The Social Planning Council’s Com- 
mittee on Relief has renewed its efforts to obtain 
money from the city or the State for payment of 
these rents. The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment discussed the matter Friday with William T. 
Nardin, local member of the State Social Security 
Commission. Mayor Dickmann, acknowledging the 
seriousness of the situation and agreeing that some- 
thing should be done, has called a meeting of the 
aldermanic Relief Committee for tomorrow to con- 
sider the problem. 

Stoppage of rent payments has meant that relief 
tenants and their landlords have had to ‘adjust 
themselves to the situation as best they could. 
Evicted families have been forced to. compound 
public distress by crowding in with relatives or other 
relief households. Property owners, themselves often 
hard pressed for funds, have in many cases borne 
the community's burden by letting their tenants stay 
on indefinitely without payment. 

Shelter is an essential of civilized human life, 
little if any less important than food, fuel and 
clothing, which relief funds supply. This discrimina- 
tion against rent payments has added to the plight 
of relief families—some 23,000 individuals—the con- 
stant nervous strain of the eviction threat. 

Both city and State contend that they cannot sup- 
ply the money for rent payments. A way can sure- 
ly be found—must be found. With the millions of 
sales-tax revenue rolling in to the State, it would 
be an admissions of moral bankruptcy to maintain 
the bar against providing shelter for this distressed

500,000 more in Poland, the Baltic States and 
Denmark; just under 2,000,000, to the west, 
in Alsace-Lorraine; a good 3,000,000 in 
Switzerland; and a dubious claim to more 
than 14,000,000 in Holland and Belgium to 
fill up the 100,000,000 total of Germanic 
Europe. 

This leaves “linguistic islands” of half-- 
forgotten blood brothers, down the Danube 
in the very heart of Rumania and stretch-

Going round the map with these fanatic 
Nazi eyes, we see the Third Reich as a ra- 
cial holding concern. Their more imme 
diate revamping of Europe would claim, un- 
der the logic of their race politics, all of 
German-speaking Switzerland; the recov- 
ery of the Upper Rhine provinces from 
France; the retrocession of Hupen and Mal- 
medy by Belgium; the incorporation of Lux-

The basis of Nazi doctrine becomes clear 
when we go behind the smooth, round 
phrase of this “Aryanized” Germanism. Aus- 
trians, for example, may speak German, but 
they certainly did not think German in the 
now-dominant Prussian-Nazi manner. This 
is natural, for the Austrian is a racial con- 


gilomerate. The product of his Alpine home, 
he represents pockets of valley people, 
which include pure strains of Slavic blood, 
as the fag-end of the historic processes 
of European settlement after the collapse of 
the Roman Empire.

Comparing Two Depression. 


From Editorial Research Reports. 


HE first six months of the present ¢ 

pression were much more severe tha 
the first six months of the depression which 
began in 1929. The New York Times inda@ 
of general business activity went down & 
times as fast from September, 1937, ¢ 
March, ‘1938, as from ‘October, 1929, to Aj 
1930. 

The earlier depression showed somets 
of a recovery, although only a tempc 
one, in the last two of its first six montis 
The present depression showed only an& 
resting of its decline, not a pick-up, to 
the end of its first six months. Anow 
contrast is that the first half-year of U 
1929-33 depression bore more heavily up 
agriculture as compared with industry thas 
did the first half-year of this depression. 

Another point of difference is that in the 
1929-30 period bond prices rose 3 per cent 
In the 1937-38 period, bond prices droppe 
15 per cent, largely because of the unfave 
able outlook for the railroads. Commo 
stock prices went about the same Way 
the two periods, declining 23 per cent 
the former and @ per cent in the latter.

As an antagonist of state or Fed- 
eral interference, and an apostle 
of financiers’ powers of self-reform, 
he vigorously attacked “wash 
sales,” or fictitious trading for the 
purpose of influenting stock prices; 
and “bear raiding,” or the process 
of flinging huge selling orders 
upon the market with a design of 
driving down. prices, though he 
maintained that: this abuse was 
practiced: but little ‘on the New 
York Exchange. He inveighed 
against pressure.stock salesmen 
and issues of fraudulent securities. 
He urged revolutionary changes in 
corporate accounting. He could 
find no words too harsh for swin- 
diers on the grand scale like Hatry 
in England, Kreuger in Sweden, 
Oustric in France, Lowenstein in 
Belgium and Stinnes in Germany. 

At the same time, before various 
congressional committees, .Whitney 
ardently defended speculation, as 
an outlet for adventurous capital; 
trading on margins and short sell- 
ing. A short sale, he explained, is 
actually a contract to buy in future, 
so that, if a slump comes, there is 
always a considerable and compul- 
sory purchasing group which serves 
as a cushion. 


Defended Bond Price Pegging. 


Before the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee on March 1, 
1932, he denied indignantly that 
there was anything improper in an 
act whereby Richard Whitney & 
Co., by purchasing $9,200,000 of « 
$90,000,000 issue of German bonds, 
floated by J. P. Morgan & Co., 
pegged the price at 90. After this 
support was withdrawn the securi- 
ties fell to 20, and then became 
worthless. Whitney was on the 
notorious “preferred list” of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., when this banking 
house sponsored a $200,000,000 stock 
issue of the newly formed Alle- 
ghany Corporation, Van Sweringen 
holding trust. To him were allot- 
ted 1000 shares at $20, when the 
public price was $35, so that he 
gained a quick and easy profit of 
$15,000. Questioned by Senator 
Wheeler on Jan. 15, 1937, the for- 
mer president of the Stock Ex- 
change protested that there was 
nothing unethical in his acceptance 
of this largess, and his position at 
the same time, as orie of the offi- 
cers with power to decide whether 
Alleghany stock should be listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
The Alieghany Corporation is now 
bankrupt. 

His Public Utterances, 

Perhaps the most illuminating in- 
sight into Richard Whitney's enig- 
matic personality may be afforded 
by a rapid survey of his utterances 
during the five years when he was 
a public figure. On assuming the 
presidency of the Stock Exchange 
in May, 1930, he proclaimed that 
“we cannot afford to overlook the 
all-important duty of service to the 
public, This is the eternal prerequi- 
site of all financial markets, of all 
species of business.” 

Speaking on June i0 of that year 
before the Boston Association of 
Stock Exchange firms, he affirmed 
that “the value of our questionnaire 

which requires periodical 
statements to the Exchange of the 
financial position of its member 
firms, was more than ever demon- 
strated by the lack of stock ‘ex-

Principles and Ideals. 


On Feb.’'6, 1931, Whitney spoke 
at the annual dinner of the cash- 
fers’ section of stock exchange 
firms of New York, at the Astor 
Hotel, and appealed to the mem- 
bers “to preserve the principles and 
ideals set up by the exchange for 
the conduct of business.” “What 
goes on in your offices, under your 
direction,” he told the cashiers, “is 
just as vital to the work of the 
stock exchange as it is for the 
governors of the stock exchange to 
gee that our members uphold our 
principles of business conduct. Up- 
lift along these lines is what we 
shall stand for as long as I have 
anything to do with the New York 
Stock Exchange.” 

His speech before the Hartford 
Chamber of Commerce oft Oct. 16, 
1931, was widely circulated by the 
stock exchange. At the instance 
of President Hoover, the institu- 
tion barred for two days short 
gales following Great Britain's 
abandonment of the gold standard. 
Whitney insisted this was only an 
emergency measure, not a surren- 
der. “The much abused short in- 
terest,” he asserted, “enabled the 
market to withstand the shock of 
Britain’s unexpected lapse.” 

Two weeks later, addressing the 
Brooklyn division of the Emergen- 
cy Relief Committee, he exclaimed: 
“Thank God, we Americans have 
optimism, we are boosters, we want 
things to go forward,” he added 
that “I believe the turn for better 
times is not far off.” On .Dec. 15, 
1931, he reed an address, held 
to be of national interest, before the

WN. Y¥. The depression, he asserted, 
was not brought about by specula- 
tion on the stock exchange, but by 
general liquidation provided by 
world economic events. “A larger 
short interest,” declared he, “would 
have prevented the severe fall in 
prices.” 9 

Whitney's activities and utter- 
ances during 1932 are of especial 
interest, since it was in that year, 
according to evidence thus far 
brought to light, that there oc- 
curred his first fall from grace. In 
March, he boasted before a Senate 
committee of the safeguards erect- 
ed by the stock exchange for the 
protection of clients; only three 
months later came his earliest hy- 
pothecation of the Sheldon trust 
fund. 


Defends Short Selling. 


On Feb. 9, 1932, Whitney went to 
Albany to counsel Gov. Roosevelt 
against a proposed State program 
of increased taxes on market trans- 
actions. “These burdens,” an- 
nounced the broker after the con- 
ference, “would diminish the im- 
portance of New York City as the 
financial center of the world.” On 
Feb. 24 he testified before the 
House Judiciary Committee that 
short selling “is a necessary and 
useful practice;” except for it, he 
protested, “I am confident the 
stock exchange would have closed 
mon ago.” On March 1, he told 
the te Banking and Currency 
Committee that “The New York 
Stock Exchange has greatly 
strengthened those of its rules 
which aim at protecting the invest- 
ing public;” but he doubted wheth-

fer “there is any way “by which 
downright crookedness can always 
be prevented.” 

During 1933, when the New Deal 
was under way, Whitney sought 
two conferences with President 
Roosevelt at the White House, on 
April 1 and Oct. 26. On both occa- 
sions he was thought to have op- 
posed the administration's pro- 
gram for regulation of exchanges, 
and to have suggested instead vol- 
untary self-reform by the country- 
markets. 

From the first, the president of 
the New York Stock Exchange be- 
came a redoutable foe of the New 
Deal and all its works. At a 
luncheon given on Nov. 23, 1933, by 
the Citizens’ Family Welfare Com- 
mittee in the grand ballroom of the 
Pennsylvania Hotel, New York, he 
proclaimed that “fundamentally the 
Government has no right in busi- 
ness, and no right in relief work.” 
That, declared he, “is the dole; and 
dole from the Government means 
the breakdown of all morale.” Dur- 
ing this year also he successfully 
bluffed the City of New York out 
of imposing a sales tax on market 
operations. He did this by taking 
a rental option dn quarters in New- 
ark, N. J., to which he declared 
the stock exchange would remove 
if the tax were adopted. 

Fight on Securities Act, 

Over a national network was 
broadcast his speech of Jan, 30, 
1934, in which he exclaimed indig- 
nantly that “the country today is 
overrun by eloquent, high-pressure, 
unscrupulous security salesmen, of- 
fering worthless stocks to people 
who cannot afford to buy them.” 
On the next day, Whitney wrote a 
letter to the presidents of 850 corp- 
orations urging them to mobilize 
against the proposed “truth in se- 
curities” act. The powers of the 
bill were so extensive, he set forth, 
“that the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion might dominate and actyally 
control the mahagement of each 
listed corporation.” On Feb. 28, 
he told the Senate Committee on 
Banking and Currency that regu- 
lation of the stock exchange would 
establish a form of “nationalization 
of industry and business hitherto 
alien to the American theory of 
Federal Government.” 

The New York Stock Exchange 
maintaing a school for guch of its 
pages, messengers and ‘lerks as 
are ambitious to become brokers. 
At the commencement exercises of 
this institute, on June 27, 1934, 
Whitney, as president of the ex- 
change, advised the graduates that 
business should always be conduct- 
ed “on a high and equitable plane.” 
He urged them to maintain faith in 
the profit system, whereby “good, 
decent and proper business may get 
a fair return on its investment.” 

At the annual dinner of the Chi- 
cago Association of Stock Exchange 
firms, on Dec. 10 of the same year, 
Whitney demanded that the Gov- 
ernment adopt a hands-off policy 
for “the development of wealth 
through the freedom of capital,” 
and affirmed that “it is the duty 
of every intelligent citizen to pre- 
serve our security markets invio- 
late against the mischievous’ pro- 
posals of misguided visionaries.” 

Attacks §ocial Security. 

During the early part of 1935, 
when Whitney's fifth and last term 
wag nearing its end, he redoubled 
his attacks against the New Deal. 
There were four radio addresses 
in January and February. On Jan. 
30, over a national network, he 
broadcast a protest against social 
security legislation. Millions of 


‘citizens are already achieving this, 
. 


he said, without Government help, 
through the purchase of insurance, 
He renewed his warning against 
“wandering security salesmen,” and 
added: “If you wish to invest, do 
so through an established, responsi- 
ble security house.” 
On Feb. 26, addressing the Engi- 
neers’ Society of Western Pennsyl- 
vania at Pittsburgh, Whitney 
stressed the danger “of ill-advised 
reforms and enervating relief meas- 
ures,” both of which, said he, tend 
to discredit American forms and 
principles. “I solemnly assure you,” 


he concluded, ‘t‘hat the New York 


Stock Exchange will co-operate 
vigorously and courageously in op- 
posing the compulsory and precipi- 
tate perversion of our institutions.” 

This was his final appearance 
as spokesman for the stock ex- 
ceHlange, and after May, 1935, Whit- 
ney passed from the headlines, save 
for occasional testimony before 
congressional committees. An in- 
stance now remembered was his 
reply to a question put by Senator 
Wheeler, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Railroad Finance, 
Jan. 15, 1937. Glancing. into the 
Morgan “preferred list” in Allegha- 
ny stock, Wheeler asked whether 
it is sound or proper for a person 
engaged in selling securities to pass 
upon the listing of those same se- 
curities on the stock market. Whit- 
ney responded in the affirmative, 
and added: “I believe a man is 
honest until he is proved dishon- 
est.” At this moment the Sheldon 
securities were in the possession 
of the Corn Exchange Bank Trust 
Co., having been converted unlaw- 
fully for a second time to Whit- 
ney’s own use. 

His truculence against the New 
Deal prevented his election for a 
sixth term as president of the stock 
exchange. With the exception of a 
few, the members privately agreed 
with his onslaughts. But their 
sense of self-preservation was also 
lively. They turned from Groton, 
Harvard and the “House of Mor- 
gan.” Instead, they chose as presi- 
dent Charles R. Gay, who began his 
career as a page boy on’the floor of 
the Exchange.

Hundreds Literally Starve. 

Observers who have followed the 
Oklahomans from one harvest to 
another say that literally hundreds 
have starved to death. Malnutri- 
tion is the word written into the 
Coroner’s report, but that is a po- 
lite description for the hunger that 
overcomes the weaker among these 
homeless people. One problem is 
relief. ' California has a law re- 
quiring 12 months’ residence in the 
State for eligibility for relief, and, 
as it is enforced, it means more 
nearly 24 months. At present there 
is a move to make it even harder 
to get help. And the\states from 
which the nomads come very often 
will not take them back onto the 
rolls. 

Arkansas reports to California 
that its relief rolls are already 
crowded. Kansas denies any legal 
responsibility to give relief to for- 
mer citizens who lose their rights 
“by willful absence from the county 
. » « for six months or more.” Other 
states impose other obstructions. 
And so the Oklahomans are shunt- 
ed back and forth, without legal 
status, without shelter and very 
often without food. ‘ 


Government Takes 4 Hand. 

To help a few of the Oklahomans, 
or at least to show what can be 
done, the Department of Agricul- 
ture through the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration (formerly the Resettle- 
ment Administration) is building 
four camps in which several hun- 
dred families will be able to pitch 
their tents and live under sanitary 
conditions. Land has been pur- 
chased for four more such camps 
and in addition the administration 
has taken over two demonstration 
camps started by State, organiza- 
tions. These camps are carefully 
organized. Shower baths and laun- 
dry units are available. To families 
who have lived in ditch bank camps 
the Government shelters appear as 
miracles of luxury—there is actudl- 
ly clean water to drink and a place 
to leave the smallest children when 
the rest of the family is at work 
in the fields.

“County officials declare 
that the situation is one for State 
relief groups to deal with as the 
heads of families are able-bodied 
workers and not residents of this 
county.” So says the brief news- 
paper story telling of the 600 fam- 
ilies stranded at the pea pickers’ 
camp at Point Conception. 

There is some reason to believe 
that the Associated Farmers are 
seeking an alliance with shippers 
in the coastal cities to oppose all 
trade union organization. The two 
groups have a common ground in 
the Order of Cincinnatus which is 
in a sense a subsidiary of the As- 
sociated Farmers, but it also in- 
cludes city persons: If a common 
understanding can be reached, then 
there would be a joint drive against 
the potential threat of organization 
among the farm laborers and 
against the well-organized unions 
of the longshoremen and other mar- 
itime workers who handle a large 
part of California’s fruit and vege-

THE TRIPLE THINKERS, By Edmund Wil- 
son. (Harcourt, Brace G Co., New York.) 


éé HAT is an artist,” asked 
W rinvere in a letter to 
Louise Colet, “if he is not 
a triple thinker?” Exactly what 
Flaubert meant by the expression 
never becomes quite clear; but the 
phrase is a striking one, and serves 
well enough as a title for this col- 
lection of 10 essays by one of the 
ae outstanding literary crit- 
cs. 

Eight of the articles deal with 
individual “triple thinkers”—Paul 
Elmer More, Pushkin, A. E. Hous- 
man, Flaubert, Henry James, John 
Jay Chapman, Samuel Butler, and 
Bernard Shaw. The two remaining 
make a comparison of the uses of 
verse and prose as techniques for 
creative writing, and an introduc- 
tory examination of the basis for 
Marxian literature.

The most important studies are 
those of Pushkin, James, Chapman, 
and Shaw. By way of making the 
Russian poet better known to 
American audiences, Wilson gives 
a lengthy analysis of his great 
poem, “Eugene Oniegin,” almost a 
household piece in Russia for a 
hundred years, and adds an origina] 
translation of the short work, 
“The Bronze Horseman.” Almost 
as much spade work is necessary 
in his presentation of John Jay 
Chapman, whose name is probably 
less familiar to the average read- 
er even than Pushkin’s, although 
he was one of the most brilliant 
and original thinkers in American 
literary history. The essays on 
Shaw and Henry James trace the 
development of these writers as 
expressed in their works and their 
lives, and present Wilson's conclu- 
sions as to their self-realization 
and their place in literature.

é6é ONTRARY to cliche, the 
C Japanese are not imitators,” 
says Willard Price. “They 
are assimilators. Nothing has been 
taken over as is. Everything has 
suffered, a sea change into some- 
thing rich and strange, something 
essentially Japanese, suited to the 
temperament of the people.” 

That “temperament of the peo- 
ple,” its relationship to the ideology, 
government, education, and develop- 
ment of the race, and its growth 
from geographical and physiograph- 
ical limitations—such is the theme 
of Mr. Price’e book. An insular pop- 
ulation, overcrowded: on mountain- 
ous terrain, threatened throughout 
its history with famines, typhoons, 
floods, and earthquakes, wringing a 
meager subsistence from niggardly 
soil, the Japanese have by biological 
necessity become a hardy, shrewd, 
energetic, and independent nation. 
Obviously a “friend of Japan,” Mr. 
Price indicates by inference that 
under the circumstances it is mat- 
ural for the Japanese to expand in- 
to Asia; that those peoples who 
have come under their domination 
have greatly improved in material 
well being. He leaves open, how- 
ever, the question as to whether or 
not Japan will profit from its pol- 
icies in the long run.

THE LAST GENRO: The Statesman Who! 
Westernized Japan. By Bunji Omura. 
(J, B. Lippincott Co., New York.) 


HE term Genro in Japanese is 
Tepptiea to a group of statesmen 

who helped to restore the Mi- 
kado’s rule in 1866 after the Gov- 
ernment of Nippon had been in the 
hands of the Tokugawa Shoguns 
for two and a half centuries. They 
formed a powerful clique whose 
most important function was _ to 
recommend the choice of Premier 
to the Emperor, This biography in 
novelized form recounts the life- 
story of Prince Kimmochi Saionji, 
the last of the Genro. 

* . 


Prince Saionji’s life parallels the 
most vital years of modern Japan’s 
development, during which it rose 
from a despised Orienta] nation to 
a place among the major powers 
of the world. His diplomatic career 
began at the age of 3, when he 
served as Emperor Konei’s child- 
chamberlain. At 18, upon his ap- 
pointment ‘as Middle General of the 
Mikado’s troops, he distinguished 
himself in the victorious war with 
the Shogyns. Under Emperor Mei- 
ji he served twice as Premier, and 
under Emperor Taisho he went to 
the Paris peace conference as Ja- 
pan’s chief delegate. Today he is 
the sole Councillor of Emperor Hi- 
rohito. As a political leader, he has 
been influential in the appointment

ent one, Prince Konoe Tumimaro, 

During his student days in Paris 
following the Franco-Prissian War, 
Saionji received a thorough educa- 
tion in French liberalism. Upon 
his return to Japan a few years 
later he attempted to apply his 
Western ideas in his editorship of 
a liberal newspaper. This venture 
was of brief duration, since his 
ideas proved too radical for his 
conservative friends in court, who 
forced his resignation. However, 
thrdughout his long political ca- 
reer, although a member of the con- 
servative Seiyuka party, which he 
had helped to found, he was known 
as a liberal. £ 


Early in his diplomatic career 
he began his struggle with the 
powerful militarists, whose enmity 
he aroused when he advocated a re- 
duction of the military budget dur- 
ing his second premiership, and 
only recently ts against his 
life have been made by reactionary 
factions. As may be apparent to 
those familiar with present Japan- 
ese diplomatic policy, Saionji is to- 
day less influential in political af- 
fairs than venerated as the “grand 
old man” of modern Nippon.

It is no 
use telling lies; nothing can pre- 
vent us from sending the skittle 
club sky-high, and everything Will 
come out then.” 

The young man sticks to it; he 
can give no information. “No mat- 
ter! We will have another talk 
in the morning; it is nearly mid- 
night.” He is taken to the 
dreaded police cells.. Ali night he 
is bitten by bugs; in the morning 
there is dry bread and so-called 
coffee. But he is determined to 
give nothing away. At 9 a. m. he 
is taken up for his resumed inter- 
rogation. He is determined to tell 
nothing whatever. 

Four hours later he sits, beaten 
black and blue, among the “Stapo” 
officials and tells everything. If he 
hesitates a moment the blows rain 
down mercilessly on him. So the 
hunt pursues its course; one man 
has been arrested; a thousand will 
be entrapped. 

The Net Widens. 

After their successful morning’s 

interrogation of their first prison- 


, the eqclist caught distributing 
sn Foard of illegal political literature, 
the Gestapo have the means of get- 
ting to work on a big scale. They 
knew already to whom he handed 
the literature and they now know 
from whom he got it. That after- 
noon these two men, on their re- 
turn home, will find officials. wait- 
ing for them. Their dwelling | will 
already have been ransacked, and 
it may be that material has been 
discovered. If it has not been, it 
is no great matter—the men will 
soon “squeak.” They are not al- 
lowed to speak to wife or children; 
they are whipped off at once to the 
“Alex,” the remand prison of the 
Berlin secret police in the. Alexan- 
derplatz. Now the first man has 
become three. Very soon the three 
will grow to 10, 20, a hundred. In- 
terrogations, resolute silence, a 
night’s taste of the cells—and 
things begin to move. 

First the “Stapo” take the man 
who handed the literature to the 
cyclist. He says how many news- 
papers there were; more than this 
he refuses to tell. He is a war- 
disabled man; his left leg is stiff 
after an operation on the knee. He 
is beaten on the right leg. His 
glasses are smashed, and he is 
promised a double ration of beating 
on the morrow. His wife will be 
arrested. On the morrow he still 
says nothing. On the day after he 
says where he got the newspapers. 
Five men are found there, working 
on the distribution. The catch is 
growing. 

Cigarettes and Coffee. 

The other man, the member of 
the “skittle club, who receive the 
newspapers from the cyclist, makes 
a good beginning. He is his firm’s 
wireless expert, and as the “Stapo” 
are just putting in a new set he is 
put to work on it. Everybody is 
genial and charming. Cigarettes 
and coffee over his ‘work, with 
promises that he shall go free once 
he has “unburdened his conscience.” 
Result: nicely written from top to 


bottom of a foolscap sheet the 


names of 6 aon wt - in his fac- 
tory who have @ papers or 
paid subscriptions, Sixty men—the 
catch is growing 

The. cyclist is brought back again, 
He took away 300 copies and deliv- 
ered 60 to the skittle club. What 
happened to the rest? Sooner or 
later out come the names of four 
more men who took 60 copies each. 
Business is humming; motors will 
be got ready, officials and 5. §, 
men detailed, cells cleared; the 
avalanche moves on and grows as 
it moves. Twenty fast private cars 
stop a few days later outside one 
of the big works in Berlin and a 
small army of officials get out. A 
few words with the management, 
a note placed against. each name 
in the long list, and then they are 
sent for from bench or lathe, from 
packing room or from the office, 
bringing their hats and coats with 
them. They are squeezed into the 
cars and driven off to the Alexan- 
derplatz. 

Now the halls and rooms are full. 
Fresh cars continually come in from 
Berlin; 10 men from one place, 20 
from another, 60 from another, The 
interrogation begins at once. Ev- 
erything is organized with German 
thoroughness, district by district, 
group by group. In each room the 
same questions? “You have been 
paying subscriptions? ‘Reading 
newspapers? Passing thém on?” 
Those who confess are placed 30 or 
40 together in a large room. Those 
who refuse go to the cells, in soli- 
tary confinement; they rémain 
there two or thrée days or weeks 
or months; in the end they con- 
fess. At last they can have half 
an hour’s exercise, pass to the 
group rooms, and write to their 
family. So all ig gradually cleared 
up and a group “blown sky-high.” 
At one time it will be the Wilmers- 
dorf group, at another a Chariot- 
tenburg group, or Schoneberg or 
Hermsdorf.

For it is easy to imagine, with 
short rations everywhere outside, 
what the prisoners are likely to get. 
Every fortnight they are given a 
bath—three ‘minutes under the 
shower; socks are changed once a 
week, shirts once a fortnight. 

an hour’s exercise eVery morni 
that is all. The “politicals” are 
given National Socialist literature 
to read, or dilapidated rubbish cast 
off from the convict prisons or 
from the works libraries of big 
firms. A “political” who asked for 
a French grammar received this 
answer from “Herr Oberlehrer,” 
the prison schoolmaster: “And you 
a political? Then you must read 
National Socialist books and be- 
come a good German citizen. Im- 
prove yourself! Improve yourself! 


The Wait in Prison. 


And then begins the waiting. For 
weeks and months there is silence, 
nothing happens. Once a fortnight 
come censored letters from _ the 
prisoner’s wife, and after many 
months her first visit is permitted. 
A careworn face, tears; a few 
words to give her a little confi- 
dence, spoken from the depth of 
hopelessness. Nothing happens, No 
news from the Public Prosecutor, 
none from anywhere. Two hun- 
dred and eighty men of the Stettin 
Station group spent 11 months in 
the remand prison until at last 
they were brought to trial. 

The charge was the same in 
every case; preparation for high 
treason; intention to overthrow the 
State by armed force; membership 
of the prohibited Communist party. 
The charge was the same in the 
case even of the defendants who 
had two or three times paid the 
equivalent of sixpence to help to 
keep the families of imprisoned 
fellow-workmen from starving. 

The “Stettiners” were arrested in 
May, 1936; their sentences were 
pronounced in June, 1937. They 
came in groups of 10 or 15 men be- 
fore the special court. The public 
was, needless to say, excluded; 
even the judgment pronounced was 
secret. A number of the defen- 
dants asked for official counsel, but 
very few indeed were allowed 
them; one or two had their’ own 
counsel, but the result for them 
was still worse. None of the coun- 
sel had much opportunity of ex- 
amining the papers in their case 
but that mattered little; there was 
little they could venture to do for 
their clients. If they had shown 
any sympathy with the “offense” 
of helping to support the fam- 
ily of an imprisoned fellow-worker, 
they would not long have remained 
practicing lawyers. 


Court Procedure. 


The men had been waiting a year 
in prison, but suddenly everything 
became urgent. The hearings were 
rushed through. Each defendant 
was allowed a very few words for 
his story, and then he must make 
his confession. If he denied any- 
thing he had been driven to say 
under interrogation he was set 
down for a liar and criminal. There 
would be nothing whatever against 
him in the 20, 40 or 50 years of his 
life; what of it? The men were un- 
able to conceive of the pace of the 
proceedings. A man would begin a 
long speech to demonstrate to the 
Court that he acted from conviction 
and could not justly be treated as 
a common criminal. He would be 
roughly tut short. “You are just 
a common criminal against the 
community,” the president would 
tell him. One man pointed out that 
he had stopped subscribing long 


| ago, in 1935, but he had no wit- 


nesses in court. In any case, it 
made little difference; the penalty 
would be much the same. Those 
who came off best were the ones 
who hypocritically expressed their 
sorrow and declared that they had 
now become National Socialists. 


A Modest Defense. 


Everything was done at top speed. 
On one day 12 men were dealt with 
in barely five hours. The Public 
Prosecutor was a young assistant 
in the judiciary, wearing the party 
badge and the badge of a Storm 
Trooper; he barked his denuncia- 
tions of each defendant. ' Not a few 
of his victims were serving in the 
trenches when he was a baby in 
arms, but what of that? “The de- 
fendant served in the war, but that 
was merely his duty.” The defend- 
ing counsel timidly spoke a few 
ineffective words. One of them 
said: “The Third Reich is so im- 
pregnably entrenched that my 
client’s action in paying two marks 
a month for two years, whatever it 
was for, could not have the slight- 
est effect.” 

Then came the sentences, general- 
ly those demanded by the Publie 
Prosecutor, occasionally a little 
less. Subscriptions paid: one to 
two years’ imprisonment. Prohib- 
ited newspaper read: one year to 
two years. Newspaper passed on: 
two to three years. Dwelling used 
as meeting place: three years. 
Members enrolled: three to four 
years. Working on the newspaper: 
four to six years. And so on. In 
June, 1937, the 280 men of the Stet- 
tin Station group were sentenced. 
And when their sentence is. over 
they will go on to the “improve 
ment” camp for reclaimation, There 
they will be made to learn the 
right way of National Socialist

New Buildings for 211,205 
Families in Urban Areas in ’37 


Bureau of Labor Estimate Shows Increase 
of 12,000 Units as Compared 
With 1936 Total. 


Accommodations were provided 
in new buildings for 211,265 fami- 
lies in the urban areas of the Unit- 
ed States during the ealendar year 
1937, according to figures of the 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, re- 
leased by Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins in Washington, 
D, C. 

“This -is an increase of more 
than 12,000 units or 6 per cent. as 
compared with the year 1936,” Miss 
Perkins said. “The increases were 
attributable to the building activity 
that prevailed during the first two 
quarters of 1937. Both the third 
and fourth quarters of 1937 showed 
decreases, as compared with the 
corresponding periods of 1936. 

“The Bureau’s figures for 1937 
show that except for cities having a 
population of between 100,000 and 
500,000, there were gains in all size 
groups, as compared with 1936. 
These increases took place in one- 
family and two-family types of 
dwellings. The number of dwell- 
ing units provided. in new apart- 
ment houses declined by 9 per cent. 

“The total number of dwelling 
units provided during the current 
year was greater than for any year 
since 1930, when 224,000 units were 
provided. However, the number 
provided during 1937 was a little 
less than 30 per cent of the num- 
ber provided during the peak year 
1925. In that year 752000 unites 
were provided in new buildings.” 


Six of the nine geographic divi- 
sions registered increases in the 
dwelling units provided in 1937 as 
compared with the previous yegr. 
The largest gains occurred in the 
Middle Atlantic States and the Pa- 
cific Coast States. The gain in the 
Middle Atlantic States was caused 
mostly by the increase in New 
York City. 

Of the total number of dwelling 
units provided in 1937, nearly 70 
per cent were in one-family dwell- 
ings. All geographic divisions, ex- 
cept the West North Central, 
showed gains in this type of struc- 
ture, 

The Middle Atlantic was the only 
geographic division in which more 
dwelling units were provided in 
apartment houses than in single- 
family dwellings. In New England, 
a little more than 85 per cent of 
all new dwellings provided in ur- 
ban areas during 1937 were in sin- 
gie-family structures. In the East 
North-Central, West North-Central, 
East South-Central, West South- 
Central and the Mountain states, 
more than 80 per cent were single 

structures. 

In 28 of the 48 states, more dwell- 
ing units were provided during 1937 
than during the preceding year. 
New York State, with 45,100 new 
family dwelling units, providea 
more new family accommodations 
than any other state, followed in 
order by California with 32,300 and 
Texas with 14,400.

Unification of the building in- 
dustry under an “All-American 


-Plan” to rebdild the nation’s com- 


munities is proposed to the Hous- 
ing Committee of the American 
Institute of Architects by the In- 
dianapolis Chapter of the Indiana 
Society of Architects. 

Indifference and disunity are

“Building in America is a job 
for the whole building industry— 
not just part of it,” asserts the 
Indianapolis Chapter, of which E. 
D. Pierre is president. “It is def- 
jnitely not a job for government. 
Instead of limping along as help- 
less cripples, functioning only by 
reason or economic hypodermics, 
Government administered, we 
hould begin to do those things 
which will enable the building in- 
‘@ustry to stand on its own feet 
and walk alone. 

“Government is in the building 
business today because the groups 
of the building industry have 
shown theméelves unready:or re- 
luctant, or impotent to assume their 
joint responsibilities, and for no 
other reason. Government will stay 
in the building business until a 
qualified and competent industry 
shows a united intention of defend- 
ing building as its own legitimate 


%” 


proposed by the Indianapolis chap- 
ter, Government and industry are 
represented by their existing and 
recognized agencies. “The people 
in their respective communities, in- 
cluding all civic and service groups, 
function through locally organized 
chapters of an All-American: Civic 
League,” it is explained. “Thus 
the separate functions of each of 
these groups are respected, yet 
their activities are interrelated and 
interdependent, assuring both inter- 
est and support. 

“Through the unification of the 
fndustry and the establishment of 
@ national headquarters of the 
building industry, it would be pos- 
sible for the first time to offer the 
building industry to the public as 
an integrated industry with a uni- 
fied selling message. 

“By indorsing good construction 
and definitely labeling the finished 
product with the industry's seal of 
approval, the building industry can 
go far to remove both the mistrust 
and antagonism in the public atti- 
tude toward the industry and the 
groups which comprise it. The 
prestige of a united building in- 
dustry backing a policy of labeled 
buildings would not only create a 
new and sound basis of building 
values, but likewise create a much 
needed basis by which the public 
could recognize good buildings and 
buy with confidence, 

“The seal of the building indus- 
try on a home or building could 
be as much a warranty of worth 
as the word ‘sterling’ is on silver. 
By the significant phrase ‘All- 
American,’ emblematic of principles 
and ideals which are good for 
America and for all Americans, 
and the four stars, denoting the 
underlying principles of good de- 
sign, good construction, good crafts- 
manship and good materials, pub- 
lic consciousness of the desirabil- 
ity of good building could be incul- 
cated as in no other way. 

“Lack of solidarity in the build- 
ing industry is the direct result of 
a misguided policy of failing to 
recognize the interdependence of all 

the groups in the industry and the 
necessity of their combined re 
sourcefulness in the solution of com- 
mon problems. Because it has been 
lacking, all of us have suffered. 
The standing of architecture as a 
profession has declined, and the 
architect's field of usefulness has 
been narrowed almost to the yan- 

point. 

“With the American Institute of 
Architects to lead the way, the 

foundations can be laid for a unit- 
ed building industry whose power

He directed his suggestion to 
Secretary of State Hull, who.three 
days ago called on other govern- 
ments to join the United States in 
aiding such refugees. 

In a letter to Hull, Dies said that 
unless his proposal or something 
like it were adopted, the United 
States would be flooded by the 
persecuted and jobless of Europe. 
He asserted most European coun- 
tries had basic laws denying aliens 
the right to work except under 
conditions which “in most in- 
stances prove impossible of compli- 
ance.” 

“I, therefore, fear that while 
other nations will enthusiastically 
agree to the poposal (of Hull's), yet 
the effect will be merely to open 
our doors for these unfortunate 
peoples, with little or no reciprocal 
action on the part of the other 
countries involved,” he said. 

Dies recalled that he introduced 
legislation several years ago to pro- 
vide for colonization of Paraguay 
with unemployed and persecuted 
persons, and said he was assured 
by the South American country at 
that time that such colonists would 
be welcomed with free grants of 
land. He proposed that the inter- 
national committee suggested by 
Hull be authorized to negotiate 
with Paraguay and other sparsely- 
inhabited South American coun- 
tries for establishment of refugee 
colonies, 

“This international committee 
can secure from private persons 
and from racial organizations vast 
sums of money to pay for the 
transportation of these aliens and 
to colonize them on this land,” he 
wrote, 

Although Hull's proposal would 
not require any country to take 
more refugees than its present im- 
migration laws permit, Dies said 
that might mean the annual ad- 
mission into this country of 155,000 
aliens from Europe. In addition, 
he said, German and Austrian refu- 
gees might go first to some other 
part of the Western Hemisphere 
from whence they could enter the 
United States without quota re- 
strictions. 


Brazil Considering Plan to Admit 


RIO DE JANEIRO, March 26.— 
The foreign office has under ad- 
visement the possibility of admit- 
ting Austrian refugees to settle 
the interior of Brazil, it was learned 
today. Officials said Foreign Min- 
ister Oswaldo Aranha would make 
a statement in a few days. 

To permit entry of Austrians, 
Brazil must reinterpret or suspend 
a constitutional proviso limiting 
immigration from any country to 
two per cent of its nationals resid- 
ing in this country for the last 50 
years. Austria's 1937 quota was 
1655 immigrants. 

Shortly after Aranha took office 
on March 15, he said Brazil’s great- 
est problem in the next half cen- 
tury would be racial amalgamation. 

“We must solve it with increased 
immigration of white races,” he 
said. 

Brazil's civilized population, esti- 
mated at 47,000,000, is concentrated 
in an area 300 miles wide along 
the Atlantic seaboard. This leaves 
nearly two-thirds of her 3,285,000 
square miles inhabited by stone-age 
aborigines.

SUIT TO CONSTRUE CONTRACT 
_ ON CIVIL COURTS BUILDING 


Kellermann Co. Contends It Did 
Extra Painting for Which It 
Has Not Been Paid. 

Suit was filed yesterday in Cir- 
cuit Court by the Kellermann Con- 
tracting Co. against the City of 
St. Louis asking the court to con- 
strue a contract for the comple- 
tion of the Civil Courts Building. 
The contract was entered into, in 
August, 1936, by the plaintiff and 
the city on a bid of about $218,000. 
It .provided for the finishing of 
several floors and ‘certain altera- 
tions in the building, which has 
been occupied since 1930. 

Tne suit sets forth the city con- 
tends ‘that the general bid pro- 
vided for all work, including paint- 
ing. The contractor, however, 
says that the work required extra 
painting for which it has not been 
paid. The painting job was sublet 
by the Kellermann firm. 

The petition does not disclose 
ithe amount in dispute, but Erwin 
C. Fischer, attorney for plaintiff, 
said the actual painting cost was 
about $11,000, while only $3400 nad 
been paid for this work. The 
court is asked to enter a judg- 
ment for the petitioner.

Miss Brice sorter sneaked into 
Hollywood this time. No band, no 
trumpets, nothing like that, She 
took a little house in Beverly Hills, 
bought a small car, which she 
drives herself, and settled down to 
live quietly with her son and daugh- 
ter. When she started her picture 
work the only thing that bothered 
her was the hours. In New. York 
she sat up most of her nights and 
did her sleeping in the daytime— 
except on matinee days.

Learning to Co-operate With Him Is a Vitally Important Part of Your Employment.

Oak Sees thee a 
smart girl, named Martha. She - 
has job—for as - 


an excellent 
long a time as she wants it, prob- 
ably. 


She didn’t go to college. Her 
business training is limited. In 
fact, though she’s improved tre 
mendoualy, there are still thousands 
of girls who could pass her a mile 
in taking shorthand and in typing. 


But Martha figured out her boss! 

He's mad about horses, So is 
Martha, now. She took up riding 
so she could swap riding stories 
with him. Since aviation is another 
side hobby of his, Martha has read 
up and can talk a fine flow o° air 
Plane language. 
Her chief is crazy about his little 
boy. She listens with bated breath 
to tales of the child's activities even 
though it meang she'll stay over- 
time to get all her work out. 

His memory is faulty but Martha 
shoulders the blame for his de- 
ficiency so convincingly that she’s 
sure his clients are shocked every 
time they stop in to see her still 
in hig employ. 

But does she care? No! Her boss 
thinks Martha is the most wonder- 
ful secretary he ever had. And 
that’s what is important to her. 

As for you and you and you. We 
know. Your boss is different. He’s 
unreasonable in his demands, isn’t 
he? He swore at you the other day. 
His overbearing manner is galling. 
And when you made a dinner date 
with someone very special the other 
night the boss made you work over- 
time! You're his social equal and 
maybe even a notch higher in the 
social scale, so where does he get 
that way, treating you as though 
you're virtually a slave! 

To all your plaints we have only 
this to say: There are two courses 
to follow. -ither you continue to 
let the boss’ idiosyncrasies gnaw 
at your ego, pride, sense of fair 
play, or whatnot until you blow 
up—or he does because you show 
such surly tendencies. Then he 
prepared to bid adieu to your job. 
Though why wait? Just don your 
hat and walk out quietly before 
the big flareup. - 

The other course is for you who 
are earnestly endeavoring to hold 
your jobs. If you can make a suc- 
cess of getting along with the 
boss, tough ag it may be, you've 
conquered one of the biggest tasks 
that will ever be handed you in an 
office. 

There’s a little four-letter word 
all willing and ready to work for 
you. Employ that and put it to 
hen every minute of the day. It’s 


If the boss tells the world’s sour- 
est joke, laugh if it kills you. When 
he’s serious, it’s fatal for yoy to 
try to be humorous. If he’s in- 
flamed with his success in a cer- 
tain business transaction, rejoice 
with him. 

When he rips out a curt order, 
get going on it. Don’t loiter and 
ask a lot of silly questions, If he’s 
in a mood to discuss subjects, rele- 
vant or irrelevant to business, even 
though your desk is pilled high, 
talk with him. (You'll find a way 
to get all that work done, too, on 
time!) 


It’s much easier to utilize tact + 


if you study the boss’ moods and 


learn what causes them. Then you | 


can more ably choose the tactics 
that are the best foils for them. 
Make it a game and see how smart 
you can become in your adjustment 
to him. 

For instance, when the boss rants 
and raves at you, decide whether 
you've done anything to deserve 
such a fierce scolding. If you know 
you're blameless, realize that he’s 
simply making you the goat be- 
cause you're the handiest person 
around. Something entirely foreign 
to business may be eating him— 
perhaps home disturbances, finan- 
cial worries or the like. Your cue 
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is to remove all minor matters from 
his path. When his shouting requires 
an answer, speak quietly. , 

Often yon may have to count to 
10, gulp hard and let mind and 
patience rule over the hot surges 
of resentment that arise when 
you've taken just about all you can 
stand. But you can still take a 
little mote if you want that job 
badly enough! 

One successful secretary said, 
“Among other things I am a but- 
ler, a doormat and, at times, a 
nurse to my boss.” Add to that the 
duties of janitor, office boy, per- 
sonal shopper and weather man 
and you have a fair idea of the 
versatility expected of many secre- 


taries. 
I snout be the personal respon- 
sibility of every office girl. See 
that his office is clean and orderly. 
The surface of his desk should be 
well dusted, his inkwell filled, pen- 
cils sharpened, telephone pad handy, 
stationery supply good, windows 
and shades should be adjusted to 
insure proper lighting and ventila- 
tion.

As the boy grows up, he forms 
a friendship with the town’s dis- 
reputably physician, played by 
Charles Coburn, and takes an in- 
terest in medicine.

Thoughtful only for his career, 
the youth writes to his mother for 
money and the parents sell their 
dearest possessions, one by one, to 
keep him in school. In its portrait 
of insensitive youth, “Of Human 
Hearts” strikes a highly appealing 
universality. It does get under the 
skin and it deserves a terrific cli- 
max to follow. 

Stewart becomes such a whiz at 
mending torn bodies that he gets 
an important place as a Civil War 
surgeon. He neglects to write 
home, his mother writes to Presi- 
dent Lincoln and Lincoln himself 
tells the boy he hadn’t ought to 
treat his pore old mother that way. 

It is here that “Of Human 
Hearts” rings false. Stewart, an 
actor of emotional flexibility and 
unusual intelligence, gives only sur- 
face indication that he is sorry for 
his misdoings and intends to  im- 
prove on them. And that despite 
the fact that in a fist fight with 
his father, earlier in the picture, 
he is all that could be sought in an 
actor. . 

Moreover, John Carradine’s make- 
up as Lincoln is so perfect, that he 
looks like a specimen from Mme. 
Tussaud’s wax works. In his scene, 
which should be the peak of the 
show, audiences are likely to be 
wondering who it is or why his vis- 
age is so immobile, both of which 
reflections disturb the reality of 
the situation. The use of Frank 
McGlynn, the*usual Lincoln of the 
movies, surely would have kept the 
scene in better limits. 

“Of Human Hearts” is an event- 
ful creation, nevertheless. It will 
be much discussed and many will 
overlook its flaws in favor of its 
general excellence. Huston’s work 
is brilliant, so also is that of 
Charles Coburn, who, after a life- 
time on the stage, is making his 
picture debut. Young Gene Reyn- 
olds is highly convincing.

HE circus antics of Hollywood

child actors, are paraded on a mer- 
ry-go-round of humor in the new 
comedy, “Schoolhouse on the Lot,” 
which Philip Dunning presented on 
Broadway this week. 

This is a picture of a schoolroom 
in a motion picture studio where 
highly paid juvenile actors must 
study their three Rs for the hours 


required by the Board of Education 
law. And the school teacher, a 
pretty lass who had come West with 
the hope that she might be another 
Claudette Colbert, is having no fun. 


The child actors, while adept and 
professional at knowing to a pen- 
ny what salary they should get, are 
considerably dumb when it comes 
to a simple matter of reciting mul- 
tiplication tables, For such lapses, 


Dolly Shepard, child star of the 


financially embarassed Mercury 
Studios, receives poor marks on her 
report card. Temperamental Dolly, 
the precocious brat, has the school 
teacher fired. 

In the midst of this madhouse 
arrives Peter Driscoll, a level-head- 
ed New York banker, who is to in- 
vestigate the studio and determine 
if his firm is to advance the studio 
another $2;000,000 to finance its fu- 
ture pictures.

In “Pro- 
logue to Glory,” the early years of 
Lincoln’s life are sketched in a 
literate and colorful story. 

Written by Dr. E. P. Conkle, a 
Lincoln authority of the University 
of Iowa, it dramatizes the transpo- 
sition of the young Lincoln into 
maturity when he gradually real- 
izes that he is to progress from 
sincere and modest rural youth 
into the man who was to lead this 
nation through the greatest crisis 
of its history. 

Dr. Conkle has dramatized the 
humanitarian quality in young Lin- 
coln, the youth of great. strength 
of character and clearness of think- 


fing who was to go on to a greater 


destiny, but who never forgot that 
the best things he possessed were 
learned when he was a rail splitter. 

The play sketches his romance 
in New Salem, Ill, with Ann Mayes 
Rutledge, the first romance of his 
life. The role is played sweetly 
and charmingly by a namesake rel- 
ative of the original Ann Rutledge. 

And Dr. Conkle has an able and 
understandiing actor in the role 
of young Lincoln. Stephen Court- 
leigh, an actor who has the strength 
and much of a physical resemblance 
to Lincoln, plays the pagt with such 
adeptness that he often comes to 
the rescue of the atithor when it 
appears that the manuscript is 
treading toward a thin develop- 
ment. 

The Federal Theater has given 
the play one of the best productions 
it has done, not only with pictur- 
esque scenery, but also with an ex- 
cellent cast.  .

that the thrill of sport can be conveyed with 
authentic zest in oil, water color and sculp- 
ture if the artist knows his sport. Such is 
the reaction to the show by the Institute of 
American Sporting Art which will be at the 
Midland Club Hotel until March 31. 
More than 400 oils, water colurs, etch- 
ings and pieces of sculpture are included. 
Valued at $250,000, the items cover prac- 
tically the whole: broad field of . sport— 
hunting, skiing, track, turf, archery, foot- 
ball, baseball, hockey, bowling. In almost 
every case, the work was done by men who 


are sportsmen as well as artists, Carl Wéil- 
liam Zoeller, director of the institute, asserts 
that in order to paint or sculpt sporting 
scenés accurately, the artist is almost re’ 
quired to. participate in the sport him- 
self. 

“One odd thing wé have found,” Zoeller 
said, “is that sportsmen, knowing little or 
nothing about art, usually have their ver- 
dicts upheld by art experts. They praise 
the same pictutes and condemh the same 
pictures, although looking at them from 
totally different viewpoints. The an- 
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swer is that when an artist portrays a 
sport he loves, his knowlédge of the 


‘ game insures that sportsmen will ap- 


preciate the finished product, while his 
enthusiasm for it provides the inspir- 
ation that wins the art critic. 

“When an artist who knows his ‘sub- 
ject paints a boxer in action, you can 
almost hear the thud of the blow as it 
goes home. You unconsciously feel the 
urge to pet the dogs and hofses painted 
in their natural element.” 

The majority of the artists in this ex- 
hibit are men who participate in the 
sports they depict. Albert Bancroft of 
Denver, whose specialty is outdoor 
winter sports, introduced skiing as a 
sport in his native Colorado back in 
1916. He still is an enthusiastic skier. 
Enng Meyer's dogs and horses are right 
for he is a judge of shows and a breed- 
er of dogs and horses, He has been 
one of the all-breed judges of the 
American Kennel Club for the last. 30 

. years. Dr. James L. Clark, curator. of 
the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, contributed sculptures of big 
game animals from Indo-China and 
Africa.

Certain ‘Boners’ During 


the Performance of 


Music Dramas.

T’S a more arduous task 
than even the veteran 
opera-goers suspect. 
' They know that the full 
vitality of the combinc- 
tion of music, drama, 
dance, poetry and paint- 
ing is achieved in some 
*_ manner that produces a 
glamorous and inspiring 
spectacle. They know that the conductor 
and the principals have years of experience 
behind them. They know that there have 
been tedious rehearsals, but they do not rea- 
lize that a veritable corps of lieutenants and 
privates work with skill and precision “back- 
stage” so that the diverse elements of an 
opera may be synchronized for the delecta- 
tion of “out front.” 

There is the stage director, responsible for 
the mise-en-scene; the indispensable promp- 
ters, ready for lapses of memory: the re- 
petituers, who follow the conductor's beat 
to direct backstage singing and signal en- 
trance cues; the artisans of illusion, who 
provide wind, rain, lightning. magic fire 
and the majestic waters of the Rhine; the 
makeup man; the stage hands; the curtain 
boys. There is no time out for most of them, 
for when there is no immediate task, they 
must stand by ready for emergencies that 
spring up and tax the ingenuity and experi- 
ence of the small army backstage. 

The more lavish the opera, the more com- 
plex the backstage’ machinery and the 
more chance for the unexpected. Having 
been general manager for 27 years of New 
York's Metropolitan Opera Company, H. 
Howard Taubman knows the backstage as 
well as the out front and so has had no 
difficulty in making an interesting book out 
of his “Opera—Front and Back,” just pub- 
lished by Charles Scribner's Sons. 

In discussing the opera's system of 
prompting, Taubman points out that it is de- 
signed to provide double and even triple in- 
surance. The prompter, hidden in the little 
cockpit in line with the footlights, gives the 
singer the first word, or more, if necessary, 
of every line, and the note in addition. Yet 
at that there is never a season without 
some bungling. Fortunately, the author 
adds, the audience has so much to follow 
thot the bungling has to be done on a grand- 
jose scale to attract attention. 

Some blunders are redeemed in part so 
that many in the audience do not realize 
that something has gone wrong. Typical of 
this was an incident that occurred in a per- 
formance of “La Juive” at the Metropolitan 
not long ago. In the scene where the 
Jew, Eleazar, discovers his daughter Rachel 
in rendezvous with Prince Leopold, the three 
ortists sing a trio and then Eleazar demands 
that the Prince marry Rachel. The Prince 
replies, “I cannot, | am a Christian,” then 
turns, runs to the rear and escapes by jump- 
ing out a window. 

But the moment Leopold saw Eleazar, he 
bolted and leaped through the window with- 
out waiting to sing the trio. Eleazar and 
Rachel stood speechless, staring at the win- 
dow through which Leopold had made his 
premature bolt. Fortunately, the assistant 
conductor was standing backstage near the 
window. He stopped the tenor and acidly 
asked where he might be going when he 
was supposed to be joining in a trio, 


Leopold looked sheepish, turned, went back 
to the window. ‘climbed back onto

the stage and calmly joined in the song. 

On another occasion, during “The Barber 
of Seville,” a basso was waiting in the 
wings for his cue to come on and sing an 
aria. But the singer who was to utter the 
cue phrase had a mental lapse and skipped 
to a passage further along in the opera. 
Bewildered, the conductor followed the sing- 
er and the basso waited and waited off 
stage for the cue that never came. 

Giuseppe DeLuca, a veteran of the stage 
and excellent musician as well, saved a 
performance of “I Puritani” when Jose Mar- 
dones suddenly found himself stumped. It 
was in the early part of a long scene as- 
signed to the baritone and the basso. Seeing 
that Mardones, the basso, was unable to 
pick up his part, DeLuca plunged in and 
sang both parts. 


HERE are occasions such as the time 

that the secondary soprano in “Lucia 

di Lammermoor,” whose lot was to 
sing maids’ parts, forgot and sang the part 
of Ines in “Il Trovatore.” 
many in the audience were aware. 

Then there was the embarrassing incident 
when Giovanni Martinelli, wearing metal 
gauntlets, had to do a bit of arm swinging 
in a scene with Bruna Castagna. As he 
swung his mailed fist over Castagna’s head, 
the rough metal caught in the stage wig she 
was wearing and off it came. There was 
the incident in a performance of Monte- 
mezzis “L’'Amore dei tre Re,” where 
Lucrezia Bori, playing the principal female 
role, had “died.” A singer, made up as 
a venerable old man with an impressive 
beard, picked up the body and, turning his 
back to the audience, laid the corpse on a 
bench. When he turned back to the audi- 
ence there was a burst of laughter. The 
beard had come off and the singer was a 
clean shaven young man. 

But occasional loss. of a part of makeup 
or costume rarely detracts from a perform- 
ance. Generally, it is just an extra tidbit 
for the audience. As an outstanding exam- 
ple of this, there was the time when the 
slim and beautiful Gertrud Wettergren, 
singing Carmen, kicked with hoydenish vig- 
or and sent a shoe flying into the wings. 
She went right on, hobbling in one stock- 
inged foot, until the end of the scene. It 
was one time that her pet superstition did 
not work—for she alwoys has a stage hand 
give her a kick for luck just before she 
makes her first entrance. 

Several years ago, Curt Taucher, the tenor 
who was playing the lead in “Siegfri

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disappeared during the dark scene change 
in the last act. Someone had left open the 
trap door through which Erda appears and 
disappears. Taucher had plunged through 
to the basement. Badly shaken and with 
several fingers broken, Taucher climbed 
back to the stage in two minutes arid fin- 
ished the performance of the hero's love 
duet. | 

Whatever goes wrong backstage, the 
blame is placed on the stage director. He 
must see to it that the singers are on the 
stage in time to make their entrances, that 
the illusions of fire and flood go off proper- 
ly, that the singers get their calls in time, 
and tend to a host of other things that are 
unseen, unheard and unrealized by the au- 
dience. 

There is a lot of preparation behind stage 
effects that aeem perfectly simple to the au- 
dience, Others are easily achieved al- 
though they seem quite difficult to the audi- 
ence, In Taubman’s opinion, one of the most 
evocative stage pictures in opera occurs in 
the first ecene of Wagner's “Das Rhein- 
gold.” Three Rhine maidens. appear to be 
swimming about under water. This under- 
water effect is not at all difficult, Suspended 
in the forefront is a transparent curtain. 
Patches of gause here and there on ite sur- 
face give ripple and wave effects when 
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light is thrown on them. The handling of 
the sirens, however, is the major part of the 
scene. To the audience, the naiads appear 


The sirens used to do their own singing, 
but some of them complained that the sen- 
sation of soaring interfered with their voices 


under the platform over which Alberich 
moves. These singers watch the conductor 
through an aperture and the scene is per- 
fectly synchronized. 

« Quite ten an impressive 
achieved in ly fashion. The appearance 
of two figures with halos is required in one 
scene of Respighi’s “La Campana Sommer- 
sa.” This was worked out by aureoling two 
ballet girls with common rounded metal 
lamp reflectors. The reflectors were painted 
black with rims of white and strapped to the 
necks of the girls. When the tiny lights in- 
side the reflectors were switched on, with 
the stage dark, the white rims gleamed like 
celestial orbs and looked like halos although 
they were more like halters. 


N THE second act of “Faust” Mephisto- 

pheles appears to fill his goblet with 

wine that miraculously pours like a 
stream of fire from a sign hanging over the 
inn door. What happens is that when 
Mephistopheles’ sword strikes the sign—a 
carved image of Bacchus on a keg—a prop- 
erty man presses a button and releases 
a stream of rice or salt. Under the sign is 
an upended barre] with a small spotlight on 
it. The light is snapped on at the same time 
that the stream of rice or salt is released, 
thus giving a most convincing illusion. 

In “La Boheme,” Mimi has to blow out a 
candle light in the first act. The “candle 
light” is a tiny electric lamp and it would, 
so it seems, be quite easy for Mimi to snap 
a button as she blows. But more than one 


Mimi has puffed and puffed while the light 
burned on in a most disconcerting manner. 
So the candle is connected to a circuit and 
a@ member of the corps backstage snaps the 
button when he sees Mimi biow. 

One of the oldest backstage methods of 
illusion is that practiced in “William Tell” 
when the well-known apple shooting scene 
comes up. The boy always stands near a 
tree trunk behind which a stage hand hides. 
Tell shoots the arrow into the wings, the 
apple is snatched from the boy's head, an- 


other apple falls in halves to the floor, and 


another arrow, its tip lodged in the tree, 
drops like a lever. 

Natural steam still is used in such cases 
as the change of scenes in the last act of 


“Siegfried or the vaporous curtain for the

end of “Die Walkure.” Chemically mibds 
steam was used for a murky ctmosphere iz 
“The Man Without a Country.” but singers 
objected on the ground that the taste and 
odor affected their voices. 

Another matter about which the singers 
have something to say is the design of opera 
sets. Designers sometimes overlook the {act 
that the artist has to sing as well as act and 
so must glance repeatedly at the conductor, 
Complicated sets therefore can be imprac 
ticable or even dangerous. As an example, 
Taubman recounts the experience that be 
fell Friedrich Schorr, for many years a main 
stay in Wagnerian productions. Schorr had 
the part of Wotan in “Die Walkure,” and so 
had to wear a patch over one eye, a bushy 
beard, a trailing tunic, a heavy helmet, and 
wield a spear. An “original fellow” had 
designed the set for the Berlin Opera. The 
floor space sloped in varying degrees. 
Schorr attempted at rehearsal to descend the 
narrow, tortuous and uneven path leading 
from the precipitous rock. Even without 
glancing at the conductor, it was all he 
could do to get down without falling. Go 
ing up to the designer, he grabbed him by 
the hand, conducted him to the rock and 
told him to descend without looking down. 
The designer took two steps and then tum 
bled. The sets were changed. 

As an example of how on stage and off 
stage voices and movements are harmon 
ized, Taubman describes the handling of the 
bridal chorus of “Lohengrin.” He points oul 
that it is difficult for marching singers to 
keep time with music that may not have 
the exact pace of their steps, particularly 
when, in marching on or off. they probably 
cannot see the beat of the conductor or the 
chorus master. Therefore, a section of chor 
isters behind the scenes sings the bridal 
hymn while the chorus tramps on to the 
stage. As soon as all the chorus is on, they 
take up the music and the backstage sing 
ers stop. In order to accomplish this piece 
of vocal transference, the conductor, the 
chorus master, the repetiteurs and a back: 
stage orchestra of 20 or so men must work 
together without a hitch. Small loopholes 
are made in all sets so that the repetiteurs 
may have a direct view of the conductor. 


NE of the most difficult jobs is t 
handling of the triumphal return 4 
Radames in the second act o 

“Aida.” It is hard to handle both from the 
musical and the staging viewpoint. Repe 
titeurs are strung about at several strategic 
points. The chorus and ballet supers have 
to be shepherded. The stage director musi 
see that the 300-odd individuals who partic 
pate in the scene are called from their dres* 
ing rooms in good time. He must check the 
costumes of the supers. Invariably, a wi 
is askew or some garment is out of place. 

Then comes the grand march. Severdl 
musicians with long trumpets blow lustily. 
They are garbed as Egyptians. but some & 
all of them. have pince-nez or big hort 
rimmed spectacles. The soldiers march @ 
and off, run for the rear of the processio 
and go across again. 

Then come the bearers of the sacred bull 


@md the piles of gold that the triumpham 


Radames has taken as spoils. Some supé 
may stumble or laugh. or maybe has had 
several drinks and not been caught, and 
Sometimes, the sacred bull shimmies os # 
Gppears on the stage. The Negro supe™ 
clad only in loin clothes, are followed by 
the ballet men dressed as Ethiopian OP 
tives. The girls of the ballet enter amd 
dance for the king and his daughter. ™ 
king, a young American artist, whispe's at 
the girls, “Swing it, girls. swing it!” Bu 
the. audience does not hear him. The 
Radames makes his entry. His chariot # 
drawn by two white horses. The Metropol 
tam takes no chances so a man from the 
stables is at the head of each horse. 

With all the participants on the stage 
last, the stage director can take a few eas! 
breaths, Two curtain boys, one for eae 
side, sit in the wings nearest the footlight™ 
waiting for the signal to grab the curtain 
ropes. They wear a traditional “uniform 
of black breeches, stockings and pumps. pur 
ple tail coats, white shirts, and black bow 
ties. The explanation is that if the curtais 
should snag and fail to close, leaving the 
two boys visible to the audience, “they will 
look theatrical.” Even the curtain boys must 
be prepared for the unexpected.

oo PARIS. 

HE RISE of Lucien 
Georges Drouin in the 
French army last fall 
was nothing less than 
spectacular. Considering 
j ™ jit was peacetime, the 
- was such as to shame 
the shrewdest of career- 
ists in the army, even 
hose who had succeeded in marrying the 
imghters of influential politicians and 
waithy men. As it was, his success quite 
gewhelmed the good citizens of Boulogne- 
gsuSeine, a southwestern suburb of Paris. 
mong whom Drouin lived. 

When Drouin first moved into a flat at 
G Rue Pasteur in Boulogne last July, he 
was a mere second lieutenant. True, a 
mond lieutenant covered with medals. 
Pinted on his big chest were the rosette 
d the Legion of Honor, the Croix de Guerre, 
the Verdun medal, and other “bananas”, as 
sme French cynics cal] them. But, never- 
theless, just a second lieutenant. 

But he didn’t remain that for long. Not 
aman with Drouin’s ability. In a month, 
he was wearing the insignia of a first lieu- 
nant on his uniform. Six weeks later he 
wos a captain. And at last on November 
5, he was strutting before his admirers in 
the Boulogne cafes wearing the uniform of 
& major, well splattered with gold braid. 
He was now commandant of a cavalry 
squadron, he told them. As they watched 
him slap down money for drinks and strut 
with a cocky roll of his shoulders, his friends 
would nod knowingly. “Ah, look at those 
bandy legs. There is a reql cavalryman 
lor you!’ 

Each morning, neighbors saw Major 
Drouin make an exit from his home life and 
™ entrance into the world of affairs with 
which he was so occupied. It was just 
ihot. Exits and entrances. No mere com- 
monplace comings and goings. About him 
everything he did was the flair for the 
tramatic, the spectacular... He had the hand- 
sme face, wedge-like torso and hearty gal- 
intry of the dragoon of tradition. 
when, of mornings, he would hover over his 
Wile'’s hand, pressing it to his lips with a 
fite ardor as they said goodbye at the 
door of the lobby of 43 Rue Pasteur, he 
dlways gave the watching housewives the 
impression he was dashing off on some dan- 
gous and esoteric mission.

of powerful connections. He often said so. 
It certainly would do one no harm to be 
on friendly terms with a man like that, eh? 

One of the friends was M. Charles Cou- 
tant, a prosperous owner of a bakery in 
the Rue de la Jonquiere, Boulogne. The 
Major had casually shown M. Coutant two 
letters of recommendation signed with the 
name of General Lefort, Commander of the 
French artillery, and a document which said 
that in the army's treasury was deposited 

francs, a legacy to the Major by his 
late mother, — 

The legacy was still tied up by the tech- 
nicalities of probate, the Major said, so he 
was temporarily short. A few unmistakable 
hints that the Major was very close to 
influential people that could see that M. 
Coutant received some lucrative army con- 
tracts, and M. Coutant readily lent 40,000 
france to him. 

Army contracts, and knowing the right 
people, were the subjects of many conversa- 
tions the Major had with M. Arnault, a 
flour dealer from Deux Sevres. So M. 
Arnault lent 200,000 francs fo the Major. 

These were big amounts, but apparently 
the Major wasn't above going into a little 
petty finance. A Mile. Suzanne Gilnot of 
Paris lent him 500 francs when the Major 
spoke glowingly of what a happy married 
life they could lead together. 


© ONE questioned the Major's stand- 
N ing. It is true that M. Saint-Royre. 

police commissioner of Boulogne. 
asked to see the Major's credentials before 
that famous Sunday police parade, but when 
Drouin produced a commission signed with 
a War Ministry official's name, it satisfied 
the police commissioner at that time. 

However, M. Saint-Royre was no fool, 
and in January he received a report that 
made him suspicious of the dashing Major 
Drouin. After leaving cafes where he had 
drunk with the prosperous men and the civic 
leaders of the town, Major Drouin was seen 
several times in the company of laboring 
men and seedy, sharp-looking characters in 
cheap taverns and dives. When in the com- 
pany of these men he set them up to .rountis 
of beer and seemed as much at home with 
them as he had been with the more sub- 
stantial citizens. 

That was too democratic for the police 
chief to grasp. He knew army officers as 
a group, and that conduct certainly was 
unusual. So he sent two detectives to 
tail the Major. On the night of January 
19, they shadowed him on a slumming trip 
in which he finally stopped at a beer saloon 


and began buying free rounds for laborers. 


Dressed in workman’s clothes, the detectives 
entered, struck up a conversation with the

Major, and entered a drinking bout with 
him. The Major had absorbed quite a bit 
of cognac earlier, and all the beer on the 
top of the cognac finally was too much for 
him. He got dead drunk. And equally dead 
frank! He boasted about what a fool he 
had made of the army men, the police, and 
the civic leaders. That was enough for the 
detectives. They gathered up the babbling 
braggart and tossed him into jail. 

Next morning, with nothing but a bad 
hangover left to him from his flashy army 
career, the “Major” sat in the police chief's 
office and admitied he was nobody but 
Lucien Georges Drouin, unemployed building 
laborer, who three times previously had 
been sentenced to brie{ jail terms for wear-

ing uniforms to which he had no right. He 
had purchased the Major's uniform in a 
second-hand clothing store fn the Paris-Latin- 
Quarter, and the medals in a pawnshop. The 
commission and other credentials he had 
cleverly forged. 

The embarrassed victims of the 38-year- 
old swindler were not eager to appear 
against him in court, and the public was 


. inclined to laugh at the whole affair. So 


justice did not descend very heavily on the 
errant Major. He was sentenced to eight 
months in jail and fined 100 frances by the 
Boulogne police court last month, on a 
charge of impersonating an officer and de-. 
riving illegal benefits from. it. 


ROUIN'S case recalls that of the {a- 
mous imposter of 1906, Germany's 
“Hauptmann von Koepenick,” whose 
exploit caused the public much amusement 


Friederich Wilhelm Voigt, a shorty, ugly 
middle-aged man with bowed legs but 
magnificent, though straggly, mustachios, 
was released from prison in 1906 after 
serving 15 years at hard labor for house- 
breaking. While in the notorious Moabit 
jail in Berlin he poured through the numer- 
ous military drill books placed there to 
interest convicts in the army. He became 
familiar with the duties and manners of 
a Hauptmann (Captain) of the Imperial 
Life Guards. 

Six months after his release, while rum 
maging in an old clothes shop, he came 
across a uniform of a captain in the Im- 
perial Guards. He bought the garments, 
took them to the Alexanderplatz railroad 
station in Berlin, changed into the uniform 
in a lavatory, and checked his own clothes 


at the station, Then he took a train for. 
Koepenick, an industrial suburb of about . 


20,000 population southeast of Berlin. 

After he got off the train at Koepenick, 
Voigt encountered twenty soldiers march- 
ing back to their barracks. When they

ordered them to halt. They halted. He 
then ordered the sergeant in command 
to march them to the City Hall. 

At the hall, Voigt put men on guard 
at every exit. Then he marched inside 
with six soldiers and informed the Bur- 
germeister, Dr. Langerhans, and his secre- 
tary, Herr Rosenkranz, they were under 
arrest by the Emperor's orders.

Commandeering two horsecabs, he 
bundied the Mayor and his secretary into 
them under guard, and ordered the offi- 
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saluted him, he acted on an impulse. He - 


cials delivered to the Neue Wache, the 

chief guard rooms of the Imperial Life 

Guards at the Impefial Castle in Berlin. 
The local police were awed by the 


_ Captain of the Imperial Guards, and diffi- 


dently congratulated him on his good 
work. He squeiched them with an air of 
military secrecy when they tried to find 
out why the Mayor had been arrested. 
Finally he vanished as suddenly as he 
had appeared. 

An hour later, the trembling Burger- 
meister and his secretary were deposited 
at the Neve Wache and booked as “the 
Kaiser's prisoners.” Themselves puzzled by 
it all, the officials in charge waited for 
an hour for the unknown Captain to show 
up and explain his charges. Then it 
finally dawned on them that it was a hoax. 
So they rearrested the Mayor and his sec- 
retary for having allowed themselves to 
be taken in, and did not release ‘tem 
until the following day. 


HE military hierarchy was furious. 

The incident got into the newspapers 

and caused a great roar of civilian 
laughter. Sly digs were taken by wits at 
this result of unquestioning exaltation of the 
military system. 

Voigt was captured several weeks Icter. 
In signing the receipt for the $1000, he 
had spelled “Hauptmann” with only one n. 
The police decided it was an uneducated 
man, probably a former convict, who had 
pulled the hoax. They searched through 
Berlin prison records and singled out 
Voigt's handwriting. 

At the trial, the judge indicated he 
wanted to be lenient, but under pressure 
of the army. sentenced Voigt to four yeurs 
in jail. There was a demonstration of 
protest from onlookers who were afflicted 
with a sense of humor the military men 
did ‘not have. People cried, “Let him go! 
Don’t punish him! Reward him!” 

Editorials urging clemency were printed 
by the liberal press, and the Kaiser soon 
cut two years from Voigt's term. 

When he was released from prison. 
Voigt found himself moderately wealthy. 
An old lady had died, willing him all her 
fortune because “he provided me with the 
best laugh I ever had.” Voigt died shortly 
before the outbreak of the World War, but 
his great hoax lived on in a German 
film comedy produced six years ago.

tion was lacking. The opium ring was wily 

and elusive; when the long arm of the law 

stretched out, its groping fingers kept sliding 

off the slippery quarry. The bits of evi- 

dence collected couldn't be fitted together to 
form a case. 

Among. these bits of evidence were some 
written messages; that is, they might be evi- 
dence—no one knew because no one knew 
what they were about. They consisted of 
groups of letters that had no apparent sense 
to them at all. 

Thoroughly frustrated, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police finally sought and obtained 
an international loan. They borrowed Mrs. 
Elizabeth Friedman from the United States 
Government. And slim, unassertive Mrs. 
Friedman quietly rescued the brawny moun- 
ties, scourge of desperadoes, from their pre- 
dicament. Exercising her peculiar wisardry, 
she unscrambled those cryptic messages, 
‘with the result that five Chinese residents 
of British Columbia, described as the lead- 
ers of the opium ring, have been sentenced 
to prison. The police say that the ring, after 
six years of operation, has been smashed. 
And the R. C. M. P. again has got its man. 
The woman who contributed so materially 
to this outcome is a cryptanalyst in the serv- 
ice of the Treasury Department, whose 
agents are often called T-men. Her job is to 
decipher code messages, particularly mes- 
sages whose codes she has to discover 
for herself; she is a code breaker, and one 
of the best in the business. She has solved 
hundreds of the puzzles presented by secret 
systems of writing, has been an important 
factor in the Government's warfare on crime, 
especially the Coast Guard's efforts to pre- 
vent smuggling. 

It was through trying to find in the writ- 
ings of Francis Bacon hidden proof, in the 
form of a cipher message, that he had writ- 
ten the works attribued to William Shakes- 
peare, that she developed into an expert 
in cryptic writing. Just out of college, where 
she had made a special study of Elizabeth- 
on literature, she was hired for this job by 
a wealthy man who was a Bacon partisan. 
A fellow employe—but engaged in a dif- 
ferent field of work—-was a young scientist, 
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William Friedman 

Him she interested 

in cryptanalysis, 

and presently he 

was not only inter- 

ested in her work, 

but in her. Just 

about the time the 

United States en- 

tered the World 

War they married. 

While Friedman was soldiering in France, 
she served the Government at home as 
military cryptanalyst, part of her work being 
the training of young intelligence officers 
in the science of code breaking. 

A few years after the war ended, Mrs. 
Friedman, having concluded that the Bacon 
cipher was nonexistent, went back into Gov- 
ernment service as code expert for the Coast 
Guard division of the Treasury Department, 
and has remained in that post ever since. 
Her husband also has carried on as a code 
breaker; Lieutenant-Colonel Friedman as 
chief of the Signal Intelligence Service is in 
charge of cipher-solving for the army.

In Mrs. Friedman’‘s latest exploit to be- 
come public, her decoding of secret mes- 
sages between China and © Vancouver, 
British Columbia, gave Canadien police 
information which helped the officers to con- 
viet five directors of the Wat Sang Com- 
pany in Vancouver of conspiracy to distrib- 
ute opium. The convicted men are Gordon 
Lim, Chang Sing Jung, Wong Ying, Lee Hoy 
and Lum How.

And the aura of the other day still clings 
to the Zemurray of today. It glints from his 
incisive decisions, his ability to work 16 
hours a day. his lightning estimates of char- 
acter and his utter confidence in that esti- 
mate regardless of the importance of the 
event that hangs on it. They still talk in 
the export trade of how he came out of re- 
tirement in 1932 when the depression threat- 
ened his hard-won personal fortune and 
talked the directors of United Fruit into creat- 
ing the post of managing director.

HILE the New York 
drama critics are filling 
their columns this season

The late Madame Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink found even the role of the 
mother, Klytemnestra, too strenuous for her 
to do in Dresden and refused to assume the 
part. 

Only a few opera stars have easayed the 
role here; the 1937 performance of Strauss’ 
“Elektra” was the first in New York since 
1932. Although it was Gertrude Kappel. 
who was scheduled to perform the concert 
version, Madame Kappel fell ill and was 
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—sometimes as long as two weeks. He 
claims it sharpens a mind that anyone in the 
industry will say has never been less than 
razor keen.

, HE Italian campaign in 

Ethiopia demonstrated 

one thing plainly, the 

vital importance of air- 

craft to an army oper- 

ating in difficult and 

broken country. Not 

only did airplanes take over much of 
the reconnaissance and scouting work 
for the troops, but they also acted as 
a supply column. Though supply by 
parachute has been used to a consid- 
erable degree on the Northwest Fron- 
tier of India and other places, it may 
have reached the most intensive devel- 
opment yet known in Abyssinia. In- 
deed, to judge by recent accounts, it is 
still going on, isolated Italian posts be- 
ing dependent on their air force in dis- 
tricts where roads are practically non- 
existent, and during the difficult seca- 
sons of the year. The Italian advance 
westwards through the Danakil desert 
provided the most striking examples of 
the use of aerial supply. The columns 
had to cross about 120 miles of 
parched, stony wilderness, and it was 


essential they should be light and as 
far as possible free from baggage. 
They were escorted by 25 airplanes, 
which supplied them with ammunition 
rations, forage and water and, further- 
more, protected them against surprise. 
The column eventually reached Sardo, 
close to the Awash River, in the prov- 
ince of Aussa, and this constituted a 
threat to the Djibouti-Addis Ababa Rail- 
way. Owing to the intense heat, how- 
ever, it was found impossible for the 
airplanes to carry fresh meat in the 
ordinary way. The expedient was 
found of taking up live animals and 
dropping them near the columns by 
parachute, in the manner illustrated 
here. Seventy-two goats—even two 
live bullse—-were dropped by para- 
chutes at Sardo. During rapid ad- 
vances in the north aircraft undertook 
a great deal of the supply duties. In 
18 days they are said to have pro- 
vided the. troops with 400 tons of sup- 
plies, exclusive of their work for 
the Sardo expedition, already men- 
tioned.
